PRANCE’S GREAT JUBILEE | 


OPENING OF THE CENTENNIAL 
OKLEBRATION. 
VERSAILLES JAMMED WITH A HAPPY 
CROWD TO LISTEN TO PRESIDENT 

CARNOT’S SPEECH. 
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Paris, May 5.—Superb weather has been 
vouchsafed for the opening féte of the great 
French centenary. There was a little bit 
ef a rain shower to-night, but the day, on 
the whole, has been splendid. The exhibi- 
tion will be opened only in form to-morrow, 
for, despite the frenzied labors of to-day, 
everything is still sadly incomplete. 

The Britsh section, which is the largest 
and best of the foreign shows, is almost 
ready, and the American display is the next 
best in point of preparation. English and 
other visitors are especially struck by the 
appearance and intelligence of the guard of 
thirty American soldiers here, who really 
make European troops look slouchy and 
stupid by comparison. The show is really 
so far in advance in magnitude and 
splendor of any preceding world’s exposi- 
tion, that it is difficult to find words to 
describe what it will be like when itis 
finished three weeks hence. 

To-day there was a big swarm of visitors, 
but to-morrow, when President Carnot 
opens it, the crush will be som3thing terri- 
ble. To-night there isa good deal of offi- 
cial illumination throughout Paris, but the 
citizens, who have made unprecedented 
preparations, are reserving their festival for 
to-morrow night, the anniversary of the 
States General. This is ali well enough for 
the republic, but what the Parisians are 
interested in is to-morrow’s event, the in- 
augural of what they trust may prove to be 
the much-needed gold mine. 

Versailles is the sleepy town par excel- 
lence, hut it was wide awake to-day and 
was as full as the capacity of its wide ave- 
nues would allow. There was no enthusi- 
asm, but a vast amount of curiosity. Not 
only did the St. Lazare trains bring in 
thousands of people, but the excellent car- 
riageway from Paris wasso blocked that 
the effect of President Carnot’s new livery 
was lost. 

Versailles itself was one waving mass of 
flags, and only the helders of the -priv- 
ileged white tickets saw any of the 
ceremony or got even a sandwich 
from the lunch. All biue and red _ tick- 
ets took care of number. one as best 
they could. 1t was an ever-to-be-remem- 
bered spectacle in the park, the grand, old, 
noble palace making a fine background for 
the multitude of human beings, jolly, or- 
derly, and enviable, like ail French 
throngs, 

Every language of the world could be 
heard, and the enjoyment. was in .excess 
when the President and his suite came out 
to the neptune fountain about 5 o’clock. 
Then there was a sudden wild cheer, like 
the pent-up.gush of a hurricane. Every- 
body shouted, and the confusion for a few 
moments was terrible and not a few people 

were hurt. 

President Carnot made the only speech 
of the day worth listening to, and, thanks 
tg the military costumes, his surroundings 
were made imposing. It was not an aristo- 
cratic demonstration, however, and 
the bourgeois apd. people ruled the day. 
Many will be unable to return to-night to 
Paris. Trains have been run in quick suc- 
cession from St. Lazare .station to and fro 
frightfully packed, with people hanging on 
like flies, and yet midnight will find 
thousands waiting at Versailles. Carriages 
were being hired at $40 and $50 for the 
return trip. 


CEREMONIES AT VERSAILLES. 








PRESIDENT CARNOT’S SPEECH IN REPLY 


TO THE ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

Paris, May 5.—In his journey to Versailles 
to-day President Carnot and his party proceeded 
through Chaville, where the President was en- 
thusiastically greeted. Upon reaehing Ver- 
sailles the President inaugurated the memorial 
tablet affixed to the building in which the 
States Général met 100 years ago to-day. The 
President and his escort then repaired to the 
Hall of Mirrors in the palace, where there was 
@ grand assemblage of Deputies and Senators. 

At the palace M. Le Royer delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome to the President. In the 
course of his speech he said: “It is no longer 
humbie Deputies of the third estate, to whom 
even the privilege of standing upright was de- 
nied, but elected Representatives of the nation, 
who, bowing before their freely-elected chief, 
pay tribute to the great dead to whom we owe 
our liberty. 1t becomes these old strugglers for 
liberty to remind us that the Revolution be- 

ueathed not only doctrines, but lessons. If the 

evolution sinned by the audacity of ite dreams 
we sin by our want of self-abnegation, by our 
incomplete knowledge of our duties, by hesita- 
tion as to our policy. If the Revolution flew too 
high, we drag too low. The date 1889 invites 
us to realize a union of hearts in love for eur 
country and its institutions.” 

M. Le Royer concluded py asking President 
Carnot to raise his voice in order to guide 
et in the direction of mutual conces- 
sions. . 

President Carnot replied as follows: 

‘With ardent hopes for the future, 1 greet in 
the palace of the monareby the representatives 
of a nation that 1s now in complete possession 
of herself, that is mistress of’‘her destinies, and 
that is in the full splendor'and strength of lib- 
erty. The first thoughts on this solemn meet- 
ing turn to our fathers. Tbat immortal gen- 
eration of 1789, by dint of courage and many 
sacrifices, secured for us benefits which we 
must bequeath to our Rons as & MOBt presious 
inneritauce. Never can our gratitude equal the 
grandeur of the services rendered py our 
fathers to France and to the human race.” 

In eonclusion the President said: “ The Revo- 
lution was based upon therights of man. It 
created anew erain history and founded mod- 
ern society. After many cruel shocks, France 
bas finaily broken with the versenal powerof 
one man, whatever title he may tuke. She now 
recognizes ag sole sovereign the laws enaeted 
» by the represenvatives of the nation. Under 
the egis ef the republic let us seek, in a spirit 
ef mutual forbearance ‘snd concord, the irre- 
sistible strength ef a united people, and thus 
enabie Franee to maintain her post in the van- 
guard of nations. Vivela Republique!” 

The President’s speech was. received with 
fervent applause. At the eonclusion of the ad- 
dress the Presidential party proceeded to the 
Gallery of Battles, where they took luncheon. 
Afterward they went to the park, where the 
President participated in the ceremonies at- 
tending the inauguration of th~ recently-re- 
stored fountains. An immense throng was 
gathered in the park and President Carnot re- 
celved @& most enthusiastic welcome. The 
weather was fine and the spectacie presented 
Was a Driliilantone. At 6 o’clock President Car- 
net and his party started on their return to 
Paris, proceeding by the way of Ville Davray, 
St. Cloud, and the Bois de Beulugne. 

The Bishop of Versailles in an address to 
President Carnot said that though they had 





; fallen victims in 1789, they had sharet in the 
| movement fer reform. The clergy had never 
: ceased to give proofs of their readiness: to 
| paoritiee themselves for their country. or their 
faith, and they still professed the same geonereus 
sentiments. He continued: ‘We never dis- 
tinguished between the Chureh and France io 
our affections er prayers. We hold it tobe 
a Christian duty to salute with deference the 
representative of the national authority. We 
| epngratalave you apes your escape from the 
assassin. Wo rejoice this tribute is paid to 
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&man whose dignity of character commands 
the omy of all parties.” : 

In spite of heavy showers this evening, there 
were crowds in the streets of Paris viewing the 
iluminations, Dispatches from tbe principal 
towns of France show that the day was ob- 
ay with the greatest vivacity and enthu- 

sm. 


ATHENS, May 5.—A demonstration in honor 
of the French centenary was held in front of 
the French Legation in this city to-day. Five 
thousand persons were present, including the 
Mayors and municipal authorities of Athens 
and the Pirzeus, and a number of guilds and 
other bodies. In the evening the university 
students held a torealight procession. 

BRUSSELS, May 5.—The Freneh colony of this 
city gave a banquet at the Palais de la Bourse 


this afternoon. M. Bouree, the French Minister, 
presided. A number of Englishmen and Aweri- 
cans were present. 


London, May 5.—The French Chargé a’ Af- 
faires in this city gave a reception this after- 


noon, The visitors were mostly Frenchmen. 
The Embassy was illuminated this evening. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 5.—Ihe French colony in 
Philadelphia will celevrate, by a banquet, to- 
morrow the States General at Versailles in 1789 


and the opening of the present exposition. 
About one hundred and twenty-five descend- 
ants of French families living in this city will 
attend. Mayor Fitler and Gov. Beaver are ex- 
pected to be preseht. A toast to President 
Harrison will be responded to by. Dr. €. E. 
Sajons. The Rev. Dr. Miel will deliver a bistor- 
ical address. Ihe singing of the Frencno na- 
tional hymn will be by J. Gopanaky. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, May 5.—The French col- 
ony of this city celebrated the centenary of 
the French Revolution by a dinner last even- 
ing, at which Mr. Schwab, the Vice Consul of 
France, presided. The Church had strictly for- 
bidden any celebration whatever, but though 
this deterred the French Canadians from taking 
any part the natives of old France paid no at- 
tention te it. They are carrying their insub- 
ordination still further, and will celebrate the 
taking of the Bastile en July 14. 





ONE NOTE OF DISCORD. 

Representatives of sixty-two French so- 
cieties of this city and viciaity gathered yester- 
day afternoon in Webster’s Hall, on Eighteentn- 
street, between Third and Fourth avenues, to 
eelebrate the one hundredth anniversary of 
the States general, marking the outbreak of 
the French revolution of 1789. Some delay in 
the commencement of the exercises resulted 
from the faet that the hall had nos been dec- 
orated, and not a single piece of color met the 


eye except some dull red bunting at the base of 
the platform. ; 

At the suggestion of Mr. Frederic R. Coudert 
the large tlag of the Lafayette Guards was 
brought in, and then as the orchestra struck up 
the **Marsailles” the Cowité dut‘eritenaire de la 
Revolution, headed by its President, Henry 
Maillard, marched to the platform with the 
standard of France fleating over them. 

President Maillard called the meeting to order, 
and after a few woras of welgome introduced 
the Hororary President of the*French Centen- 
nial Committee, the Frencb Consul General, 
Viscount Paul d’Abzac. He gave a brief bis- 
torical review, and ag he finished the whole 
audience arose as One Man and uttered cries of 
* Vive la Republique !” * Vive la France !’’ 

As Frederick R. Condert, the orator of the 
day, stepped to the front of the platform he 
was greetyd’ with enthusiastic applause. He 
wag obliged to walt a full minute. He began: 

**Labiks, CONSUL GeNERAL AND GENTLE- 
MEN: If I have any explanation to offer of my 
nationality, the declaration of the principles 
which I have just given should answer, for wo- 
men first, men afterward. France celebrates 
to-day one of the great epocns of ner his- 
tory—the centennial of the birth of her 
republic. Oa the Sth of May, 1789, for the 
tirst time the people of France openly and 
boldly made their claim to sovereignty. For 
the first time the State was no longer the King 
nor the King the State. 

“The Washington eentennial festival that has 
just closed commemorates the culurinating tri- 
umphof a@ movement which began in France 
when it ended here, but may not we or Frenen 
blood and sympathies assert that these 
United States can claim no honor for the eftorts 
of the fathers .of which we. are not sharera, by 
right and not by fayver or by eourtesy.:: nese 
grand festivals commeniorate as well.ihe deeds 


of your fathers as those of the founders. who’ 


bore American names, and we shail conginus to 
claim those honots for them uutil history’shall 
have reversed her verdict. and tradition shall 
have forgotten Lafayette, Rochambeau, de 
Grasse, and Lauzun. Even the traditional in- 
gratitude of republics should not. obliterate 
these imperishable records.” 

Mr. Coudert added that duringthé last few 
days he had often asked himself what. centen- 
Dlal we were celebrating, Woat wae behiud all 
the decorations, musie, and pageant, if it was 
not the celebration of the French centencial as 
well, If it were not for the aid from France 
perhaps at this day “the faithful colonists of 
England” would only know the name of Wash- 
ington as that of *‘a rebel” and ‘a traitor.” 
He bad thought that while looking at the 
parades and the busts of Washington that 
those ef the young French Marquis who shared 
the dangers of the rebel colonists might alse 
have been displayed. 

The next speaker wes Prof. Fiston, who car- 
ried his claim for Franee in the establishment 
of republican ideas to such an extent that be- 
fore he had proceeded far: he was interrupted 
with loud cries of disapproval. Finally his 
sentiments were hissed, and cries of **Sitdown! 
& la porte!” were heard. Notwithstanding, he 
entered upon a discussion of French politics, 
and alluded to Gen. Boulang:r. ‘this wus the 
signal for such an uproar that it was impossible 
for him to go on. ; 

The Consul General reminded the audience 
that 1t was due the French colepy¥ to preserve 
its respect by keeping order. He called upon 
the speaker to refrain from*alluding .to irritat- 
ing subjects. A long period of silence followed, 
Prof. Fiston remaining standing without speak- 
ing. Some one suddenly shouted, **‘ Why don’t 
you goon?” He replied that he was waiting 
for the Boulangists to leave the room. This 
brought forth another volley of hisses, the out- 
cume of which was that Prof. Fiston took his 
seat, and the orchestra struck up ‘ Hail Co- 
jumbia.” 

« Short speeches were also made by Prof. Ba- 
.zerne and M. Fortvangler. Among those who 
sat upon the platferm were President Joseph 
Thoron of the Société Francaise de Bienfai- 
sance, C. Mugel, Dr. Paul Gibir1, Gen. Gustave 
May, M. T. Millot, Marc Gambier, and A. Zieg- 
ler. Among the organizations represented 
were the Lafayette Guards, the Liberty Guards, 
the Société la Colmarienne, and L’Union des 
Booiétés Frangalses. 





INDIANS AS LAND HOLDERS. 

PIERRE, Dakota, May 5.—Numerous instances 
are known where Indians are now taking land 
on the Sioux Reservation, opposite Pierre, 
under the Severalty act, which means that they 
are prepared to sign the Sioux treaty as seon 
as the eommission arrives. This is the case 
with the Bad River Indians, along the proposed 
railway route frem Pierre to the Black Hills, 
where most of the desirable land is being picked 
out. A resent report from Cheyenns contirms the 
rumor that the Indians ip council decided to 
accept the terms of the treaty. Surveyors will 
start from Pierre through the reservation to 
the Black Hille. The new road is called the 
Midland and Pacific, and is thought to be 
backed by the Illinvis Central Railway. 











AOOIDENT IN PROSPEOT PARE. 
James F. Bendernagle, the superintendent 
of Havermeyers & Elder’s sugar refinery in 
Williamsburg, was riding in Prospect Parx, 
Broeklyn, yesterday afternoon, when his horfe 
shied and threw him to the ground, He fell on 
his head and his skull was fractured. He was 


remeved to the Seney Hospital in an uncon- 
scious condition, and ata late hour last night 
had not revived. His wound is a very serious 
one, and the surgeons at the hospital do not 
think he can possibly recover. 

Mr. Bendernagle is about 55 years old and has 
a large family living at 223 Roebling-street, 
Williamaburg. 








ROSECRANS AT CHICKAMAUGA. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., May 5.—At the head of 
a@ party of ex-Federal Generals who came here

WITH BRIOKS AND CLUBS. 


A FATAL RIOT BETWEEN BRICKMAKERS 
AND RAILROAD WORKMEN. 

NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., May 5.—A riot among 
the laborers at the Sayreville brick yards last 
night resulted in the death of two men and in- 
juries to many others. There .are two brick- 
yards at Sayreville—Furman’s and Sayre & 
Fisber’s. Both employ hundreds of foreigners, 








and the Raritan River Railroad Company, . 


which is cutting its road through the place, has 
added a large number of other laborers to thig 
inflammable materia). Last night the men re- 


ceived their pay, and they quickly took to the 
saloons to spend it in drink. 

The cause of the riot was an attempt of Con- 
tractor Hendrickson of the Raritun River Rail- 
road, witha hundred Italians, to lay a spur 
across the lands of Noah Furman, owner of one 
of the brick yards. His Superintendent, Joseph 
Catheart, ordered his mento remove tue ratis if 
they.were laid. They discovered at midnight 
that the railroad men had rushe upon the land 
and were laying rails and attacked them, burn- 
ing their car, and then a genera! fight resulted. 
The fight rapidly spread untilatleast 175 half- 
intoxivated men were engaged in it: They 
seized bricks anu clubs and attacked each other, 
and as different crowds ran through the village 
howling in their many languages a perfeet bed- 
law resulted. 

Word was sent to New-Brunswick to have the 
Sheriff send down a posse of deputies, and then 
George Kessengen, one of the foremen at Fur- 
man’s yard, attempted to read the riot act. He 
Was set upon by a crowd of tne men, huwever, 
and clubbed and beaten to death. Others were 
badly injured, and Daniel Kennedy, who was 
taken to his home in Suuth Amboy, died this 
afternoon. 

This morning Chief Detective Oliver of the 
Prosecutor’s office went to Sayrevilie with half 
a@ hundred deputies, and they have succeeded in 
getting the men under contro. Wholesale 
arrests will be made.

RESTRICTING IT ON THE ERIE AND DEL- 
AWARE AND HUDSON ROADS. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., May 5.—The Erie Rail- 
road is entitied to the credit of having taken 


“the initiative in the moveniont towari restriét- 


ing Fatlfoud trafic within the smallest practica- 
ble limits on Sundays. Under date of March 28 
last, Second Vice President E. B. Thomas ad- 
aressed letters to the General Superintendents 
of the Erie and the Pennsylvania and Ohio 
Roads, stating that his *‘observation and ex- 
perience led to the conclusion that most rail- 
read companies are doing more on Sunday than 


is beneficial to the employes of profitable to the 
roads,” and instructing the Superintendents to 
set to work and “‘reduce to the minimum the 
running of all trains and the work at stations, 
shops, roundhouses, aud yards on Sunday.” 
The instructions bave since been pretty fully 
put in practice along the line, greatly to the 
satisfaction of the employes of the ruad, who, 
almost to w man, prefer to rest un Sunday, even 
if they incur thereby the loss of a day’s pay.

The company 
has issued a notice to the effect that ‘no 
freight will hereafter be reeeived from or de- 
livered to any conneeting railroad between the 
hours of 6 A. M. Sunday and 6 A. M. Monday. 
Neither will any freight excepting live stock or 
perishable property be moved on this road be- 
tween those hours.” 


GERMAN DEMOCRATS PROTEST. 

The Central Committee of the United 
German Democracy of the City and County of 
New-York, held a meeting at Arlington Hall 
on Saturday, when Edward Grosse, Charles J. 
Nehrbas, and Samuel D. Seward were appointed 
a committee to submit to Gov. Hill to-day the 
subjoined resolution: 


Resolved, That the United German Democracy of 
the City and County of New-York hereby respect- 
Tully requests Gov. Hill to veto the bills passed by— 
the Senate and Assembly, and now awaiting his 
signature, providing for an inerease of our Police 
Justices trom eleven to fifteen, and providing for 
the abolition of the present Park Commission and 
the appolutment of two salaried Commissioners in 
its stead, of which one must bea Republican and 
the other a Democrat, and providing for the aboli- 
tion of our present Police Commission and its sub. 
stitution by two salaried Comunissioners, one Re- 
publican and the other Democrat, and we ask the 
said veto for the following reasons: 

1. Because they are an unpardonable violation of 
the principle of home rule. 

2. Because,they are the result of a deal between 
oftice-seeking B pee g pos repetition of the deal 
between T'weed and Hank Smith, which resulted in 
the establishment ofthe Tweed régime so disastrous 
to the city of New-York. 

3. Because eleven Police Justices are amply 
sufficient for the proper disposition of the business 
in our police courts, and because the said bi)l has 
no other sy ont than the increase of patronage. it 
should not be forgotten that a greater number of 
Police Justices will also require a greater number 
of clerks, of court attendants, and court rooms. 








A TENNESSEE MAYOR KILLIED. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 5.—A tragedy oceurred 
near Covington,Tipton County,Tenn., last night 
which resulted in the killing of W. T. Douglass, 
Mayor of that city. A warrant had been issued 
forthe arrest of Henry Donaldson, a negro. 
Mayor Douglass was one of a posse of ten men 
who went to the negro’s house to effect his ar- 


rest. They found his cabin closed, and called 
upon him to open the door. Receiving no 
answer they gave Warning that unless the door 
Was opened they would break it down, inform- 
ing him that they haa a warrant for his arrest. 
Just at this point a gun was thrust through the 
door and discharged. The contents struck 
Douglass, who was in front, killing him in- 
stantly. Being dark, and fearing another dis- 
charge, the posse immediately retreated and 
Donaldson succeeded ln making his escape. He 
is still at large. 

Mayor Douglass was very popular. Me was 
about twenty-seven years old, and leaves a 
widow to mourn Dia sudden death; I[f Don- 
aldson is caught he will be lynched.

SUIOIDE OF A SHIP’S DOCTOR, 

Dr. Sydney J. Armstrong, surgeon on the 
Inman Line steamship City of Berlin, lying at 
the foot of Grand-street, Jersey City, committed 
suicide in his stateroom yesterday by taking a 
large dose of morphine. He had been drinking 
heavily since the arrival of the vessel last 
Wednesday, and during Saturday night and 
early yesterday morning he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Yesterday afternoon one of 
his intimate friends, who came ever on the 
steamer on her last trip, called on Armstrong, 


He went to the surgeen’s stateroom and feund 
him lying on the bed, apparently asleep. He 
tried to awaken him, but received ne respense. 
His eye then caught a letter lying on the tabie, 
It was addressed ‘To a friend,” and contained 
the words: *“‘When you see me again [ wil) be 
dead.” 

The visitor then called some of the officers of 
the vessel and they notified the police and had 
the body sent to Speer’s Morgue. 

Surgeon Armstrong was unmarried and 
twenty-seven years of age. He was a graduate 
of the Edinburgh University, and his father is 
@ clergyman residing in Nottingham, England. 
Some of the officers on board the steamer who 
claim to have been intimate with him aay that 
about a year ago he was jilted by a young 
woman of Nottingham, and aince that time has 
had frequent fita of despondency. It is believed 
shat while he was under the influence of liquer 
one of these fits came upon him and he killed 
himself in despair, 





OINGINNAITIS QUIET SUNDAY. 

CINCINNATI, May 5.—It has been years since 
Cincinnati has known so quiet a Sunday as to- 
day has been. Fully one-fifth of the saloons of 
the olty were tightly clesed, and of the remain- 
ing two thousand scarcely fifty were glaringly 
open, The new Mayor had declined to issue 
an order closing the saloons as the law 
directs, but it was noised about that 


the Law and Order League and the Citizens’ 
Five Hundred had determined on a new line of 
uetion under a recent ruling of the ceurts, 
which would have kept saloonists in prison over 
night without bail. It was understvod also 
that the Police Board was on the side of the 
Law and Order people, and all that was neces- 
sary was for a citizen to call the attention of a 
policeman to any open saluon and an arrest 
would follow. As a result, the saloon men, 
with a few exceptions, either closed up or kept 
open house jp a very sly mauner.

SUICIDE OF A FORMER MINSTREL, 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill, May 5.—Harry W. Bishop, 
the widely-known minstrel manager, known as 
Harry Robinson, ‘the man with the silver 
horis,” commited suicide this morning by 
taking six grains of morphine. He' was found 
dying in his room at the hotel. His act was 
doubtless precipitated by the fact that his wife, 


formerly Ella Kerr of Lexington, LIL, obtained 
a divorce frum him on Thursday on the greund 
of ecrueity. He left a letter telling that he had 
taken the poison, fearing that he would become 
heipless from paralysis, from which he was a 
svfferer.

PRESIDENT CARNOT FIRED AT BY A 
“VICTIM OF INJUSTICE.” 

Paris, May 5.—A man who gave the name of 
Perrin and who says he is a marine storekeeper 
fired a blank eartridge at President Carnot to- 
day when the latter was leavingthe Elysée 
Palace to attend the centennial celebration at 
Versailles. Perrin was promptly arrested. He 
was taken to a police station, where he made a 
statement cencerning his act. He explained 
that he had no desire to kill the President, he 
merely wished to expose the fact that he (Per- 
rin) Was the victim of injustice. 

The crowd that had gathered in the neignbor- 
hood of the Elysée to witness the departures of 
the .President became greatly excited and 
threatened to lynch the prisoner.

THE ANOKA BANK RUN. 

















CAUSED BY RUMORS AFFECTING SENA- 
TOR WASHBURN. 

ST. PAUL, May 5.—A ran on the Anoka Na- 
tional Bank, of which Senator Washburn is 
President, occurred yesterday, owing to a 
rumor that the Washburn Mill Company had 
made an assignment. Coneerning this report 
W. 8. Hale, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Washburn Mill Company, says: 

“Since the Pratt embezzlement, the public 
Mind in Anoka had been gradually growing 
rips for some such move as this, and when the 
report that a iumber company was about to 
close up its business inthatcity became known 
as @ eertainty, things took a little panieky turn 
and the run on the bank was the consequenee.” 

Up to last evening he estimated the amount 


of deposits withdrawn as aggregating about 
$25,000. Nearly all-of this amount represents, 
small deposiis, from $200 down,’ belonging to. 
farmers and others to whom evén the léss of such 
&irifing amount as a few hundred dollars would 
prove a serious blow. None of the heavy dé- 
positors, he said, had made any move toward 
drawing on the bank. and he did not belisve 
that they would. He looks fora pretty heavy 
run all day Monday, but says that the bank can 
pay everything ana not be inconvenienced. The 
amount of the deposits is a little short of 
$200,000. , 

“The closing up of the iumber business in 
which Gen. Washhburn is the leading spirit has 
been decided upon for some time,’ Mr. Hale 
said. ‘Since his.election as Senator Mr. Wash- 
burn bas felt that he must relieve himself of 
the burdens of seme of his private enterprises, 
and this part of his tremendous business was 
thought the proper place to begin unloading. 
A change of location was necessitated, even if 
the businees was kept up, as the lumber supply 
along the Rum River is already exbaustea. 
This means much fer Anoka, The monthly pay 
roll amounted te $10,000, and the closing out 
of the business means a lossto Anoka of a 
large preportion of this sum. This fact, in con- 
nection with the Pratt escapade and certain 
rumors regarding Gen. Washburn’s financial 
condition, is the real cause of the present run 
on the bank. Gen. Washburn is in Hos Springs, 
but has been telegraphed for, and will be here 
shortly to look after affairs.” 





DESTRUCTIVE WINDSTORMS. 

St. PauLt, May 5.—Reports from Dakota 
state that the wind and dust storm of a week 
ago was totally eclipsed yesterday. In the 
morning the wind began blowing and reached 
@ velocity of fifty miles an hour. Nota drop of 
rain bas fallen fer some weeks, and the ground 
is extremely dry. The dust rose in clouds, and 


it was impossible to see ten rods in many 
Places. It is generally believed that much 
damage has been done to wheat, but to whas 
extent is nut Known. At Sioux Falis a terrifie 
wind similar to the one during the late prairie 
fire prevailed all day. Theground is very dry 
and much in need of rain. . 

At Fisher, Minn., the most disastrous wind- 
storm known in that section eccurred. What 
the late storms failed to do is now’ aecom- 
ao Hundreds of farms’ are completely 
lown out. Reseeding of wheat, barley, and 
oats will be necessary, and many farmers have 
no grain to sow. 





EXVENDING ITS LINES. 

HARTFORD, May 5.—The reports of commit- 
tees just presented to the Massachusetts Legia- 
lature included a bill to authorize the Hartford 
and Connecticut Western to extend its tracks 
from the Connecticut State line to the city of 
Springfield. This was not unanimous. The bill 
provides tbat the railroad is not to cross Park- 
atreet,. Park-avenue, or the common between 
those thoroughfares in West Springfield, or 
across the Connecticut River iess than two 
thousand feet north from the North End bridge. 
The road may be mortgaged to an amount not 
exceeding $25,000 per mile of single traek and, 
in additien thereto, $10,000 for each mile of 
aouble or additional tracks, provided that this 
limitation shall not apply te the bridges across 
the Connectiout and Agawam Rivers.

QUAY TAPS THE BREWERS 


MONEY RAISED TO DEFEAT 

, PROHIBITION, 

NEW-YORKERS CONTRIBUTE A HAND- 
SOME SUM TO BE EXPENDED BLY 
BOSS QUAY IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

The brewers are a never-failing barometer 
in movements related to prohibition. Tha 
adoption of prohibition in any State or locality 
is something to be opposed by every means in 
their power. The voliticians have frequently 
fattened off their fears in the past, and wilt 
continue todo so in the future by assessing 
them heavily whenever the opportunity is pre- 
sented. Such am opportunity was afforded by 
the proposition to submit a pronibition amend- 
ment to the voters of the State of Pennsylvania, 
and Quay has seized it and undoubtedly will 
make the most of it. 

The brewers of Pennsylvania in their eager- 
ness to defeat prohibition have issued an ay- 
peal for money, and the fraternity in this vidin- 
ity has responded. The sum of $200,000 was 
Tepresented to be necessary to kill the propused 
amendment. This sum was to be placed in 
Senator Quay’s hands to be put where it would 
do the most good. There may not be a con- 
tract signed and sealed to the effect that he, 
Matthew Stanley Quay, will, for the sum of 
$200,000 aforesaid, guarantee the defeat of the 
amendment, but itis the understanding that 
Quay will disburse the brewers’ contributions 
for this purpose. 

It is well Enown by Pennsylvanians that 
Quay has changed front on this question of pro- 
hibition and that he is now doing ail he can to 
defeutit. Thata heavy fund’ has been raised 
by the brewers here and elsewhere to contrib- 
ute to this result may nut be so well known. 
The amount raised in this city and vicinity is 
placed at $100,000. The exact figures can be 
Stated by Theodore Engel of Bergner & Engel 
Brewing Company of Philadelphia, the largest 





brewing concern in Pennsylvania, and by 
Henry Crowell, the Secretary of the local 
brewers’ orgunization in Philadelphia. It is 


unnecessary to say that neither of these gentle- 


men will take the public into his confidenee. 
They faiied to persuade the brewers in this 
vicinity, a3 an orgauizatien, to raise $200,000 
for the Pennsylvania campaign, but, neverthe- 
leas, they secured a sum that must be conceded 
to. be * handsome.”

internal revenue taxes; tue Exchauge princi- 
pally settles disputes betweon the brewers 

themselves; the Board of Trade and the New 
York State Association look after pelities, and 
the Indemnity Fund Association is a Kind of «a 
benevolent society. Aibert E. Seifert, it will be 
observed, is the Secretary of the Exchange ard 0! 
the Board of Trade, the political machine which 
the brewers ran, ana Richard Kaizenniayer is 
Becretary of the National Association, which 
alsu attends to politics once in wu while. 

To-the Bxchanye and the Boarder Trade near 
ly al] the brewers of New-York, Brovkiyd, Jer- 
s6y City; and Hoboken belong. George Beehiel 
of Stapleton, James Everard, and Valetitine 
Loower are the largest brewers in this vicin- 
ity who are not members ef these associatiuvus. 
These two associations are the richest and 
strongest local associations in this country. 
Among their members are George Lhret aud 
Jacob Ruppert, the largest brewersin the Untied 
States, producing asuut three bundred thou- 
sand barrels apiece annually. Allthe brewers’ 
associations here have pleuty of money, and 
the Pennsylvania brewers approached them 
with contidence. But Messrs. Seifert and Katz- 
eamayer, who, though culled Secretaries, are 
Teally the man agers of the policy of the brew- 
ers, having their offices in the sume building, 2 
Irving-plaee, and acting in concert Upon al- 
important subjects, after due consideration re- 
fused to allow their organization to contribute 
@ cent totheir Pennsylvania brethren. 

Several reasons ure given for this refusal. 
Oue is that Messrs. Seifert and Kutzenmayer 
are very long-heasled men, and they Delieved 16 
would not look weil if it suould be discovered 
that tne national and New-York orgznmizations 
were interfering with the internal affairs ol 
Pennsylvania. That is rather tauciful, how- 
ever. If 1t were necessary to defeat probi- 
bition in Pennsylvania that the brewers’ organ- 
izations here shoulda give money, the money 
would be given; no mattér how it might look to 
anybody. But there is reason to believe that 
Messrs. Seifert and Katzeumayer did not and do 
not think that the defeat of pronibitiou in Penn- 
sylvania depends upon contributions of money 
by the brewers’ organizatious here. It is @ 
ratber curious fact that, while most of the 
brewers here are Democrais, most of the brew- 
ers in Pennsylvania are Hepublicans, and the 
weignt of their local organizations in Phila- 
delphia and other parts of the State has been 
thrown in favor of the Republican Party. In 
spite of the reduction of the duties on hops and 
malt which was made by the Mills bill the 
Pennsylvania brewers worked for Quay and 
Harrison and did what they could to defeat 
Cleveland and reforin. 

In New-York the brewers voted for Hill, and 
they claim that they had nothing to do with the 
conspiraey which traded off Cleveland aud Muiil- 
er for Hill and Harrison. However that may be, 
Mesers, Seifert and Katzenmayer made up thev 
minds that if money from here was needed, 
which they didn’t believe, to defeat prohibitiog 
in Pennsylvania, it ought not to go to Republie 
an politicians, but to Democrats, so they refused 
to give any to the Repubiican emissaries. 

Failing to get any money outof the brewers’ 
orgauizatiens here, an attempt was made upor 
the individual brewers, and this was more suc 
eessful. George Ehret and other large brewers 
gave $5,000. apiese, and $100,000, it is repre- 
sented, was raised in that way and carried over 
to Philadelphia. 

Among the brewers, besides Mr. Ehret, whe 
are ssid to have individually contribuied to 
this Pennsylvania fund, are Jacob Ruppert, 
Heary Clausen, Peter Doelger, Aodrew Finck, 
Christian G. Hiipfei, William A. Miles, George 
Ringler, Sheridan Shock, (one of the few Re- 
publican brewers in this city,) Ruebsam & 
Horrmann of Stapleton, and Otto Huber and 
William Ulmer of Brooklyn. 

Quay, itis remembered, was obliged at the 
time of the Republican State Convention last 
Summer to agree to supports prohivitien, in 
order to capture delegates enough to defeat 
Christopher Magee of Pittsburg, his old and bit- 
ter rival, who made a stoutattempt to control 
the convention. Quay, it is needless to say, can 
turn a very sharp corner when tide situation de- 
mands it. 








STEALING THE INDIAN’S LAND. 
YANKTON, Dakota, May 5.—Between the Nio 
brara and Missouri Rivers and between the 
Niobrara and the Keyapapa River and the furty- 
third parallel of latitude is a point of land em- 
braced within the great Sioux Reservation. It 
originally belonged to the Territory of Dakota, 
but afew years ago an act of Cungress nade 


the forty-third parallel the southern boundary 
ot Dakota, from the Missvuri River westward, 
and declared that this point of laud would he- 
come a part ef the State of Nebraska upon the 
extinguisoment of the Indian title therst. 
This practically leaves it out of any State vr 
Territory for the time being, and it would be « 
veritable “no man’s land” but for the fact that 
it belengs to the great Sioux Reservatiun and is 
the red man’s land. The progressive white Dau 
has, however, fastened his covetous eyes Upou 
this pateh of ground. Settlers are assembling 
at Niobrara and are quietiy slipping across the 
Niobrara River and oceupying claims upon the 
tract above described. hey are occupying it 
as individuals and as eolonies, but as they in- 
erease in numbers they will doubtless organize 
for mutual protection and defeuse. Under ihe 
several acts of recognition by the Government 
this is Sioux territery. It does not become a 
of the State of Nebraska until the [udian 
title is extinguished, and the [ndian title cun 
only be extinguished by treaty agreement.

THH OGANADIAN PAOIFIO AND 
THE MANITOBA. 

THE NECESSITY WHICH BROUGHT IT 
ABOUT-—-WHAT THE NORTHERN PA- 
QIFIO WILL BE FORCED TO DO. 

Sn Paur, Mer &.—Pvivate advices from 
Montreal show that a rumor of an agreement 
between the Maniteha and Canadian Pacific 
Railroads has‘strong foundation. Sir Donald 
A. Smith and Sir George Stephen, the Canadian 
Pacific Ruilway’s two biggest men, have become 
Directors of the Manitoba, and it may be stated 
with authority that J. J. Hill either has or wilt 
at once become a Director of the Canadian 
Pacitic Railway. Another rumor with appar- 
ently good foundation is that the Burlington 
is ‘*in on the deal.” 3 

The Canadian Pacific used its every endeavor 
to keep the business of the whole Canadian 
Northwest, and when certain mombers of the 
Nerthern Paci¥ic obtained control of opposition 
lines it was a severe blow to the Oanadian Pa- 
ciflo, This new system of roads, controlled by 


such a powerful corporation as the Northern 
Pacitic, brought a competiter which entirely de- 
stroyed the monapoly and bade fair te become 
80 powerful a rival that the Directora of the 
Canadian Pacitic Railroad in self-defense had to 
cast about them for new alliances. The most 
obvious ally was the Manitoba Road, the great 
rival of the Northern Pacific. Their first meve 
Was the purchase of a controlling interest in the 
Duluta, South Shore and Atlantic, with 
the’ ultimate abject of building a road 
from Duluth to Winnipeg, sa a8 to 
give an outley for Manitoba business through 
the United States, and also to give them a lake 
port of infinitely more intrinsic yalue y Fort 
Arthur can ever be.

It would give tne Nerthern Epeite a 
valuable outlook eastward, and would give the 
Grand Trunk its much desirad western arteries, 
forming a system of reads extending clear from 
Portland and Tacoma on the Pacific to Montreal 
and Port Lewis on theSt. Lawrence, apd Port- 
land, Me., on the Atlantic. The latter eombina- 
tion would tap a yast area of territory, Gunsist- 
ing of all the hortwestern States and Manivaba, 
With aehain of jake porta entirely unrivaled, 
fhe smaller reads are lesing movey and it is 
only by closer rejationa, with the large enes 
that they can keep afloat, An alilance between 
the Northern Pavifie aud Grand Trank of a simi- 
lar nature to that between the Canudian Pacitic 
and Maniteba would therefere seem to be 
among the prebabilities for the future.

-—THE VARUNA CLUB'S PLANS. 


The bright rays of the May sun flooded 
the rippling watera of the Harlem River yes- 
terday afternoon and warmed the backs of 
many a broad-shouldered athlete out for a spin 
in his frail shell, It was the day of all days 
when rowing was the pleasantest outdoor ex- 
It was just 


ereise which might be indulged in. 
warm enough to make the shedding of your 
ordinary street clothes a pleasure and just cool 
enough to prevent your getting too wretchedly 
hot from using the oars. 

From the Third-avenue bridge to High Bridge 
yesterday afternoen the Harlem was dotted 
everywhere with rowboata and the long, glis- 
tening akells, which glided through the water 
like a somewhat lazy streak of lightening. 
Everybody who ever had rowed a boat and, 
apparently, some who had never seen one be- 
fore, seemed to have embraced the gorgeous 


opportunity to stretch their arms and get some 
of the Spring fever out of their bodies, and the 
crowd Harlem River was the result, Not 
alone were the people out in boats propelled by 
arm power, but the bustling little steam yes- 
sels which ply between the Third-avenue bridge 
and High Bridge and Oak Beach were crowded 
te their gunwales with passengers anxious to 
take a preliminary taate of the pleasures of 
Summer, Elevated trains and street cars 
running up to this general starting place car- 
ried great loads of passengers, and altogether 
it was a great day for the Marlem. 

The little group of boat elub houses which

FRANCE UNDER FRANCIS. 
FRANOIS THE FIRST AND HIS TIMES. By 
LARISSE COIGNST, and translated by Fanny 
TWEMLOW, New-York: SCRIBNEZER & WELFORD. 


The character of the reign of Francis I. 
pnd the influence it exerted on the civil- 
zation of France and Europe have long 
been clearly understood. A general verdict 
had been made up before the present gen- 
tration began either to write or to read, 
and it is scarcely likely that a new writer 
pan say anything to alter the verdict. At 
most he or she can only restate it and pre- 
tent the entire story of Francis in a 
pew and attractive form. Lives of 
Francis there have been in consid- 
srable numbers, though few of the French 
pnes are well known in English trans- 
lations. English readers have probably 
read Julia Pardoe’s work more devotedly 
than Gaillara’s or Mignet’s, and this has 
been a matter for regret, for Miss Pardoe’s 
range of vision was very limited. She saw 
pnly the man Francis, not the King. The 
private life of Francis greatly shocked her, 
as indeed it must shock all decent human 
beings; but the misfortune was that Miss 
Pardoe thereby became blind to the real 
virtues of the King and to the powerful re- 
sults they brought about in the civilization 
ef his country. 

The present writer can see below the sur- 
face of things. While noting things base 
and ignoble, she can still retain an appre- 
siation fer other qualities 1n themselves 
essentially noble. Men in the sixteenth 
century are not to be judged like menin 


the nineteenth. Standards were different, 
education was different, requirements were 
different. In that age the mind was dom- 
inated by imagination, and hence ensued 
the creative flights which have made the 
age forever memorable. As this author 
pays, man had not then “analyzed his 
reasoning faculties”; reason was not his 
guide so much as impulse. It was an 
ge which produced military heroes and a 
love of hardship and danger for the sake of 
glory. The author's intreductory chapter 
making this point clear, 1s in_ exeellen 
lace. It at once puts the reader on the 
ight track, and if he possesses fair intelli- 
ence he will not go astray. He is prepared 
© judge Francis with some just reference 
to the time in which he lived, and in which 
he was a dominant example and leader. The 
authors last words before taking up the 
story of the King’s life are these: 

“Education in those days was bot given at 
echool, but in daily life and threugh the senti- 
ments and manners of the time. Life was full 
of contrasts at once sentimental and refined, 

et cembined with an uncontrolled passion for 
ingle-handed fights or the stirring excitement 
of the battlefield, Impetuous, bold, and beister- 
OUus, &@ generation was solidly constituted whose 
fund of genuine simplicity survived the Spring- 
tide of life and endewed all with a capacity for 
uvenile impulse snd transports of miration 
fn mature age. The estiré race wae youthful; 
eroism was its vivifying force; it taught mon 
how to live nobly and how to die bravely.” 

The King himself was but an embodiment 
of the spirit of his race and time. That he 
was no equal of Charles of Spain in 
diplomacy, that asa dominant personality 

d force in statecraft he never approached 
fis royal brother, Henry of England, is 
enly saying that the Frenchman of that 
day had not the sagacity and alertness of 
the Spaniard or the compe: the Eng- 
lishman. Says the author of Francis: 

“Strong and graceful, his countenance was 
heightened 44 @ remarkable openness of ex- 
pression. As he had shown himself as a boy at 
Amboise the boldest and most enterprising 
among his fellows, attracted by er, & 
daring adventurer even to feolhardiness, first 
and foremost in every wild prank, such Francis 
remained throughous his life, and years had no 
sobering effect on his buoyant nature. Prac- 
tical good sense utterly failed him, even when 
his interests were concerned, but he had as 
compensation a frank, generous, chivalrous 
soul, an instinetive sympathy with all that was 
lovely, whieh raised him above the vulgar level. 
Always under the empire of versatile impres- 
sion, his life was one series of illusions and de- 
ceptions, and his reign is a chapter of the mad- 
dest and. strangest contradictions, As Prince 
none ever cemmitted-so many faults or en- 

endered so meny ilis and so much misery. 
Revertheloss, his underlying good faith, tinged 

y the poetry of tae Middle Ages, disarms the 
severest moralist.” 

Most #e@nspicnous of all things in the char- 

ter of Francis were heroism and amia- 

ility, gnd these have been sometimes lost 
sight oF in the emphasis which has been 
placed em his immorality and on the mis- 
takes which he made instate affaira. What- 
ever else he might be, Francis was always 
kingly. He saw many of the darkest hours 
that ever came to a mce possessed of a 
reat throne, but he bore h lf through 
hem with a courage all the more admirable, 
considering the self-indulgence te which he 
had been accustomed, partly from _ his 
ewn fault, but partly and chiefly 
under the direction of his ambitious 
mother, the extraordinary Louise of 
Bavoy. History contains few more 
icturesque and thrilling incidents in the 
ives of ngs than that which describes

again, mounted a horse, and = away 
to a cathedral, there to offer thanks to God 
before he had embraced his sister er his 
mother. Benvenuto Cellini wascertainly no 
easy man to have transactions with, Princes 
as well as common mortals seldom got on 
amicably with that fiery and gifted man of

» on agreeable terms. His own story plainly 
shows us this. And bn with all the dis- 
ppointments of his French visit, Cellini 
has no sentiments of bitterness toward the 
rench King. Him he liked, as did most 
others who ever came into any personal 
relations with him. | 
& Bright and promising as were the early 
years of Francis, it was his fortune to be- 
come old long before his time, to die pre- 
maturely, and to loave the French State in 
need of a stronger and wiser head. Found- 
er of the old régime as he had been, there 
‘was need now for one who should strength- 
en the institution and secure its future. 
If the care of the immediate future was to 
pass largely into the hands of a woman 
alien to France, though descended from a 
race of Princes famous for,ambitions and 
masterful qualities, it was a peculiar distinc- 
tion of the reign of Francis that women un- 
der him acquired a pesition and influence 
in politics which they had not known be- 
fore. His own mother, Louise, his gifted 
end devoted sister, Marguerite, and even 
those women of doubtful honor whom we 
know as the Countess de Chateaubriand 
and the Duchess d’Etampes were the prede- 
sessors of those ambitious and plotting wom- 
en of the Medici race whom we know as 
Catharine and Marie, and who were central 
figures in the stormy times that ensued 
aiter the years of Francis. 

Historians of the position of woman find 
nowhere a more interesting epoch than this 
of Francis I. The subject conneets itself 
in France so directly with the growth of 
civilization that the epoch has peculiar at- 
tractions. The women who adorned the 
Court of Francis made that Court something 
quite new in French history. There 
ean no doubt that the brilliancy 
and social eminence which they 
gave to it contributed as much as an 
ether influence te the poliey of Francis 
for strengthening the royal authority and 
weakening that of the nobility. Cen- 
tralization was the tendency of all this, 
and the tendency was destined to push 
centralization forward still further, until 
three and a half centuries later, it found 
i overthrow in the horrors of the French 

evolution, . A 

Centralization, however, had its work to 

o in France in the days of its supremacy. 

hen it had outlived its usefulness, and 
had really become an enemy of the inter- 
ests of mankind, its overthrow was at- 
tended by great mementary evils, but in 
them all we are not te lose sight of bene- 
fits already received, Literature, art, and 
all else that makes for the refinement and 
elevation of life and society. are indebted 
permanently to the the old French régime 
and thus to Francis, its founder. 

The present author shows an appreciation 

f these matter that deserves recognition, 
Te main error committed by Francis, ac- 

cerding to her, was his failure to make 
himself the champion of Protestantism, 
Buch a policy, she believes, ‘‘ would have 
made France the greatest country in the 
world.” This is @ bold assertion, and as- 
sumes much which there is not sufficient 

ound for assuming. Francis was not a 

ing of sufficient strength,as against his own 
nobility, to make such acourse the safeoneit 
might appear.

By Sidney Luska, (Henry Harland.) Neu- 
York: Cassell §& Co., Limited—We fancy 
that ‘“‘Grandison Mather” is in a certain 
respect autobiographical, as it represents 
the fortunes of a literary man. Sidney 
Luska always falls among the Jews, and, 
strange to say, invariably finds himself 
quite comfortable among them. When, 
then, Grandison Mather is married to pretty 
Rose Cartret, an American girl living in 
Italy, and the two come home to America, 
hoping to have a particularly nice time of 
it, they find that fortune has played them a 
scurvy trick, Grandison had $100,000 well 
invested. Hardly had they taken their 
rooms in the fiat named the Arioste, when 
came the news of the suicide of Marcus 
Cicero Pinner, and ner, who was 
Gardiner’s trustee, had lost all his 
own money and other pecgie’e money 
in Wall-street. There is hardly a penny 
left, for Gardiner was awaiting the next

—The Mouse Trap and Other Farces. By W. 
D. Howells. Illustrated. New-York: Har- 
per § Brethers.—They make at Murano what 
@ rapturous critic calls ‘‘delicious glass.” 
Quart bottles or beer glasses look very 
ignoble and vulgar alongside this dainty 
Venetian ware. The thin pelicule of glass 
that holds within it twisted strands of 
other vitrous colors, if you are careful, 
will hold good Cyprus wine, as will the 
black bottle or the air-bubbled schop 
your Munich beer. The lasting qualities 
of all these wares depend on,the matter of 
handling them. Mr. Howells, in ‘The 
Mouse Trap and Other Farces,” carries 
Murano out to _ its highest degree 
of perfection. He will take a noth- 
ing and give it airy grace A 
molecule is all he wants, for the thing itself 
is of no account. It is the construetive 
power that is everything. Mr. Howells adds 
to his title * and other farees,” but we fail 
to see where ang thing like a good laugh 
comes in. We may smile gently when Mrs. 
Somers and Jane, her maid, both jump on 
the chair in dread of a supposititious mouse; 
or when, in ‘‘A Likely Story,” a note went 
estray; or, in “ The Garroters,” when two 
men rob one another of their watches; but 
the roar that makes your side ache in a 
farce is quite foreign to these little 

It may be that Mr. Howells 
the Americai ‘Preverbe”’ 
for genteel folks alone, whose laugh- 
ing possibilities are expressed only by 
a simper, We do not mean that a 
Palais Royal farce is what we hanker 
after, but the comic element in Mr. How- 
ells’s book is so overrefined and sublimated 
that it must escape nine hundred and 
ninety-nine readers in the thousand. If Mr. 
Howells does not pretend to be humorous, 
and wrote this book with that intention, 
he has succeeded. We may add, however, 
by way of consolation what George Eliot 
said: “A difference of tastes in jests is a 
great strain on the affections.” 


—Fun from Life New-York: Frederick A. 
Stokes & Brother.—You can extract fun from 
life, rather in a particular than in a general 
sense, when you look at the many amusing 


pictures found in this book, which are 
taken from Life. ‘There used to be a 
special manner, peculiarly German, of 
caricature, comicin the idea, and even in 
the making of the line, but now we know 
allabout it.

Although the bill authorizing the Park 
Commissioners to choose a new location 
for the menagerie within the limits of Cen- 
tral Park has become a law without the sig- 
nature of the Governor, the statement is 
made, en the authority of the Secretary of 
the Park Board, that all the Commission- 
ers asked him to sign it, thus expressing 
their approval of its purpose. Thisis very 
strange considering the known public 
sentiment on the subject and the posi- 
tion which some of the Commissioners 
had previously taken. The movement for a 
change of site originated with the Fifth- 
avenue property owners, who wish to have 
the menagerie moved from its present loca- 
tion for their special benefit. If it is 
moved, it should go out of Central Park 
altogether. The ground upon which the 
Commissioners are said to have their eyes 
tixed ‘is the meadow above the reservoir, 
one of the most charming bits of open field 
surrounded by shrubbery in the whole 
park. To fill it up with sheds and cages for 
beasts would be a shameful desecration 
that ought not to be permitted. If the 
Park Commissioners are so lost to a sense of 
decency and of public duty as to attempt 
to use the authority the Legislature has 
given them, it should be prevented by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
without whose approval it cannot be done. 
There ought to be a loud and emphatic pro- 
test against the project for spoiling one of 
the most attractive spots in the park. Itis 
only a question of time when we may have 
a zoological and botanical garden in a 

proper location which may include the 
city’s shabby collection of beasts. 








If Gov. H1Lt cannot see his way clear to 
carrying out the Tammany “deal” with 
PLATT, he seems to be intent on cementing 
bis personal alliance with that organiza- 
jion so far as circumstances will admit. 
On Friday last Judge BROWNE of the City 
Court, whose term expires with this year, 
and who had no chance for a renomination, 
resigned that care migbt be taken of him 
by giving him the place of counsel 
to the new Excise Board.

The 
Governor willdo anything Tammany asks 
of him within reason, and is evidently 
anxious to promote the scheme of making 
that the only recognized Democratic or- 
ganizaticn in the city.

ator STEWART’s Nevada policy of doubling 
the coinage of silver under the authority 
given by the Allison act. On Jan. 1 the 
Treasury held, in round numbers, $13,000,- 
000 silver coin and bullion net. Since then 
there has been coined about’ $12,000,000, 
and on May 1 there were still in the Treas- 
urv $21,000,000. In the words of the 
Chronicle, “‘the accumulations in 1889, have 
been within about four millions of the en- 
tire coinage.” This had been accompanied 
by a gradual but pretty steady return of 
silver dollars to the Treasury, the amount 
afloat having decreased in four months 
from $60,779,321 to $55,647,772, or by a 
little more than $5,000,000. It is, there- 
fore, obvious that there is no room in the 
channels of trade for any more of the 
coined dollars. 


The task of refuting a charge of cow- 
ardice made by BENJAMIN F. BUTLER is 
one that Admiral PORTER very properly re- 
fuses {o undertake. The official acknowl- 
edgment by the Navy Department of his 
services in the capture of New-Orleans in 
1862 is, in itself, interesting reading, but 
it is entirely unnecessary for’ the purpose 
of counteracting the influence of anything 
that Mr. BUTLER has said or can’ say. 
There is probably nosource from which 
statements.as to personal character would 
be treated by the American people with, 
more complete indifference, unless it be the 
New-York Sun, which, for well-known rea- 
sons, has an equal right to public con- 
tempt. 








North Carolina had not come into the 
fold of the Union when WASHINGTON was 
inaugurated, yet that circumstance did not 
prevent the old North State from taking 
her part in the centennial celebration here, 
Gov. SCALES representing her, escorted by 
two companies, the Governor’s Guard and 
the Edgecombe Guards. It appears that 
she has now also had acelebration of her 
own, that of the battle of Guilford Court 
House, fought between GREENE and Corn- 
WALLIS in the Spring of 1781. That engage- 
ment could hardly be called a decisive vic- 
tory for either side; but the patriots in- 
flicted the larger loss on their adversaries, 
and on the whole the North Carolinians of 
our day are as well justified in rejoicing 
annually over this as over some other 
stoutly-contested battlefield of the Revolu- 
tionary War. The celebration was held on 
Saturday, and no doubt was quite as enjoy- 
able at that season as it would have been 
on March 15, which was the real anniver- 
sary of the battle. 
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Those people who have a special proclivity 
for settling upon lands just purchased from 
Indians, in preference to allother public 
lands, should not be wholly cast down if 
unable to find what they want in Oklahuma. 
Last year 17,500,000 acres formerly be- 
longing to Indians in Northern Montana, 
being over four-fifths of their reservation, 
were added to the public domain. Another 
agreement has been negotiated with the 
Arickaree, Gros Ventre, and Mandan tribes 
in Dakota for the cession of from 1,600,000 
to 2,000,000 acres, or a tract about as large 
as Oklahoma. It the Cherokee outlet and 
the Sioux lands are purchased under the 
pending negotiations, the former will add 
6,000,000 acres and the latter 11,000,000 
to lands open for settlement. These, with 
the 1,887,300 included in Oklahoma, would 
give an aggregate of more than 27,000,000 
acres purchased within a short period from 
There are also the cessions of 
the Chippewas, the Spokanes, and other In- 
dians. But these enormous accessions will 
be vastly increased when the severalty 
allotment law is generally applied to the 
red men. Settlers who particularly want 
to live on lands once set apart for the use 
of Indians must not fancy that their last 
chance of doing so goes with Oklahoma. 


GOV. HILL’S AWKWARD POSITION. 

Gov. Hit has on his hands four impor- 
tant bills which had their final passage in 
the Legislature on the 25th of April. As 
he had ten days, exclusive of Sundays, in 
which to return these measures without his 
approval, it he did not see fit to sign them, 
he must decide by to-morrow whether they 
are to become laws or not. There has been 
no report thus far of his signing any of 
these bills, and he had no opportunity last 
week to return them with his objec- 
tions, as the Legislature was not in session. 
He is not likely to permit any of them 
to become a law without his signature, and 
we may therefore expect either his approval 
or his veto before to-morrow night. 

The Governor is in a somewhat awkward 
position with reference to these four bills. 
It has been all along assumed that he would 
veto the Saxton Ballot-Reform bill because 
he has in effect declared himself opposed to 
some of its essential features and his party 
supporters in the Legislature voted solidly 
against it. And yet this measure is known 
to have the favor of a large part of the 
Democratic Party of the State, as well as 
the practically unanimous support of Re- 
publicans, and the leading organ of the 
Democracy in this city, which has always 
been very friendly to Gov. H1Lt, has been 
persistently urging him to sign it. - Bésides, 
similar measures have been passed in 
other States with Democratic support, and 
the general sentiment of the party seems 


| to be favorable to just such legislation. 


When Gov. Hitt is keenly on the lookout 
for favor with his party beyond the bordets 
of his own State, thisis a fact of no small 
importance to his calculations. If he ve- 
toes this bill, there will be but one inter- 
pretation put upon his action, and that is 
that he is opposed to the reform. All his 
argument in favor of the sham substitute 
known as the Linson billwill not relieve 
him of that imputation. His whole course 
and all his methods make it clear that hs 
does not want a ballot law that will put an 
end to vote-trading and bribery. He can- 
not sign the bill without. belying all his 
professions on the subject and stultifying 
the action of his party ir the Legislature, 
and he cannot veto it without alienating 
the honest reform element in the Democ- 
racy. 

Altheugh it has been pretty well under- 
stood that~ Gov. H1Lt was a party to the 
“deal” ¥hich resulted in rushing through 
the bills for making the Police and Park

‘or aska the President to recommend Sen- | Boards of this city double-headed and for 


increasing the number of Police Justices, 
and although it is pelieved that some of his 
most cherished plans depended on carrying 
out that ‘‘deal,” it isscarcely to be believed 
that he will venture to sign the bills in the 
face of the opposition that has been excited 
in his own party. No party newspaper of 
any note, here or elsewhere, has been so 
indifferent to decent public opinion 
as to commend these measures or ap- 
prove of the bargain in which they origi- 
nated. The most influential Democratic 
organs have denounced them. The only 
approval they have found has come from 
the Tammany leaders who were concerned 
in the “deal.” Aside from the general 
sentiment of disapproval, there is the con- 
crete force of 60,000 to 70,000 votes in 
this city belonging to the County Democ- 
racy that the Governor would throw away 
if he signed measures that are intended to 
crush out that organization. 

Gov. H1tu can hardly sign these three 
bills now without appending his signature 
at the same time to his own political death 
warrant. If Tammany fully realizes his 
predicament it may allow him to veto them 
without any serious resentment, but he will 
be left in an awkward position all the 
same. The fact of the ‘deal’ and his par- 
ticipation in it will remain. His prestige 
as a political plotter will be damaged. The 
hostility of the County Democracy, in 
view of his intentions, will not be wholly 
allayed; the distrust that the course 
upon whicli he set out excited will con- 
tinue, and his alliance with the Tammany 
forces will be weakened. He cannot re- 
trace the steps so hastily taken and be in 
the same position as if he had never taken 
them. Gov. HILv’s career is an illustration 
‘of pretty much everything that is badin 
political and official methods, but he has 
thus far contrived by various devices and 
expedients to pull through his hard places. 
When he begins to waver and get entangled 
in his own plots it looks ominous for him. 
He has had plenty of rope and we shall see 
what he finally does with it. 


THE FRENCH CENTENARY. 


It is difficult for the American people 
fully to understand the very general and 
even profound interest felt by the people 
of France in the exposition that will be 
formally opened to-day by the President of 
the republic. The occasion, the celebration 
of the beginning of the French Revolution 
of 1789, is not unlike that of 1876 in our 
own country, and the national feeling of 
pride and rejoicing in a series of events 
that certainly made France for twenty 
years the central point of European history 
is intelligible enough. But if we may 
judge from the tone of the French press, 
it is not the occasion, but the mode of 
celebration that awakens the strongest 
emotion. Itis the exposition that attracts 
the most comment, and in the success of 
which the keenest hopes are centred. Our 
own World’s Fair of 1876 created no such 
excitement, and though it was really pro- 
ductive of results more important to our 
people than any that now seem likely to 
flow from the French exhibition for the 
French Nation, it was regarded in advance, 
and during the time for which it was open, 
with no such deep and anxious sentiments 
as are manifested by the French. 

Some of the causes for the feeling now 
shown in France are obvious. The French 
have a far more varied and extensive ex- 
port trade than our own, and more so, all 
things considered, especially the resources of 
the country, than that of any other Conti- 








nental nation or even England. Her rela- 


tions to her neighbors in the matter of com- 
merce are intimate and of the last imvor- 
tance. Since 1877, when the republic may 
be said to have been definitively established, 
the French Government has wrought a 
great and rapid change in its commercial 
policy. The commercial treaties, built into 
a system under NAPOLEON III. on the basis 
of the famous Anglo-French treaty of CoB- 
DEN and MICHEL-CHEVALIER, have been 
allowed to lapse in quick succession, 
and there has ensued a quasi war of 
tariffs with Italy and Spain, and a struggle 
less acute, but in some respects more vexa- 
tious, with Germany and England. From 
being a free-trade country, France has be- 
become distinctly protectionist, though the 
rates of protection have been such as would 
be regarded as a form of free trade in the 
United States. The result has been inevi- 
table confusion, for the changes have been 
made at hap-hazard, under pressure from 
various interests. As naturally happens, it 
is the larger and more influential interests, 


that have received the greatest favors. 
The consequences to the immense variety 
of smaller manufactures have been injuri- 
ous, not to say disastrous. The cost of 
production kas been increased through in- 
creased cost of living and of materials, 
while the demand for French products has 
been relatively checked. 

In addition'to these disadvantages, French 
commerce and industry have suffered from 
heavy taxes, some necessary and growing 
out of the war of 1870-71, some unneces- 
sary, springing from the extravagance of 
the Government in domestic expenditure 
and in a policy of adventure in the Orient 
and Africa. These are some of the causes of 
the relative lack of prosperity in the coun- 
try, and consequently of the feverish hopes 
fixed upon the great fair, which it is ex- 
pected will again stimulate the foreign 
trade of France. To which must be con- 
nected the immediate gain expected in 
Paris from the expenditure of great sums 
of money by the crowds of visitors that are 
already flocking to the capital. This par- 
ticular force works actively upon the 
mind of the Parisian public, which is 
still to the outside world, to a great 
extent, the French public. How far the 
hopes of the French are to be realized it is 
difficult to sav. As far as the causes of de- 
pression that we have noted rest in a mis- 
taken fiscal and commercial! policy, the only 
favorable effect of the exposition must be 
in awakening the attention of intelligent 
Frenchmen to the errors of that. policy.

THE COAST-DEFENSt VESSEL. 

The Pacific coast, as represented by the 
Union Iron Works, which is now furnishing 
te the Government the unarmored cruisers 
Charleston and San Francisce, has received 
also.the contract for the armored harbor- 
defense monitor not yet named. This is a 
fair subject for congratulation among the 
people of that coast, for since the port of 
San Francisco is from its nature one that 


‘stands eminently in need of floating as well 


as shore defenses, there is every reason to 
suppose that the vessel thus constructed 
wiil remain in those waters. The result 
will also be received with the more pleas- 
ure from the closeness of the bidding. 
There was only $76,000 difference between 
the highest and the lowest of the three bids, 
although the former was $1,690,000. The 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco came 
between the two extremes, with a bid of 
$1,628,950, and as this gave the full guaran- 
tee desired, while the lower one did not, it 
received the contract. 

The‘act of Congress authorizing this ves- 
sel was rather vague in phraseology, but 
liberal in terms, It appropriated $2,000,- 
000 as the total cost of such rams, floating 
batteries, or other vessels for coast defense 
as the Navy Department might choose to 
construct. The method of expending this 
sum was the subject of long cogitation. At 
one time it was thought by the board of 
naval officers having charge of the subject 
thatit would be a good idea to give each of 
the five double-turret monitors a retinue of 
torpedo boats and make the aggregate a 
unit of harbor defense. Then came a pro- 
posal to construct a steam ram with the 
money. Finally the present plan of a mon- 
itor with heavy armor and armament car- 
ried the day. But when the bids were re- 
ceived a dilemma presented itself. As the 
act of Congress evidently contemplated the 
possibility of building two or more harbor- 
defense craft of some sort, Secretary WHIT- 
NEY had set apart $150,000 for the sub- 
marine boat which was advertised, and 
which the Columbian Iron Works of Balti- 
more offered to construct, But the plan- 
ners of the monitor had evidently intended 
to expend the entire two millions on that 
vessel. It was known that the armor, 
which the Government was to supply to 
the constructors, would, with various ar- 
ticles of equipment, cost about $350,000, 
leaving only about $1,650,000 for the con- 
tract. The successful bid slipped just, a 
little within this limit, and, by abandon- 
ing, or rather postponing, the submarine 
boat all went well. 

We shall have, then, early in 1893, when 
this vessel will probably be finished, a 
powerful harbor-defense monitor, whose 
guaranteed horse power of 5,400 is such as 
to give hera maximum speed of fifteen or 
sixteen knots. At that rate she would only 
have an endurance of between 600 and 
700 miles, which, however, would be suf- 
ficient for home waters, while the speed 
itself would carry her rapidly to any threat- 
ened point. Ata speed of about nine knots, 
for ordinary cruising, she could go four 
times as far without recoaling. Her armor 
will be the heaviest yet designed for any of 
our vessels, it being sixteen inches of steel 
on the sides, covering the machinery, and 
the same thickness on the barbettes con- 
taining the two principal guns. As, like 
other vessels of the monitor type, she will 
have a very low freeboard, her protection 
will be of an unusually trustworthy charac- 
ter. As for her offensive strength, it will 
include a 16-inch 110-ton breech-load- 
ing rifle in the forward barbette, and a 
12-inch rifle in the aft barbette. These 
guns, mounted on revolving platforms, will 
be handled by hydraulic power. The 
sixteen-inch gun goes to the furthest reach 
of heavy ordnance now afloat, and it will 
be some years before a gun of that calibre 
can be made in this country. The secondary 
battery will include a fifteen-inch pneu- 
matic torpedo tube in the bow, and many 
revolving cannon and rapid-fire guns. 

To San Francisco, then, is reserved the 
task of turning out the most formidable of 
harbor-defense vessels yet undertaken in 
this country, while she will no doubt have 
the benefit of it when completed. 








A BLOW AT THE BOYCOTT. 
For the first time since the “boycott” 


was imported into this country, and’ made 


@ weapon by certain labor organizations to 
force compliance with their demands, a 
practical effort has been made to crush out 
this system of oppression by making those 
who put it in operation pay for the injury 
which it accomplishes to the business of 
those against whom it is directed. Boy- 
cotters have been tried and convicted for 
conspiracy before now, in isolated cases, 
and imprisoned for their offense against the 
law of the State; but individuals only have 
been reached by this process; the organiza- 
tions under which they acted in issuing 
their boycotting orders have been. un- 
touched, and the miserable work has gone 
on just as boldly as though it were a per- 
fectly legal and honorable method of war- 
fare. The Post-Express of Rochester has 
adopted anew policy in dealing with the 
boycott. It has begun suit against the 
officers of the Central Labor Union fer 
$10,000 damages on account of the boycott 
recently declared agdinst that paper, and 
if it wins its case, as it certainly eught to 
do, the treasury of the Central Labor Union 
will be mulcted so heavily to satisfy the 
judgment that the organization will hesi- 
tate a long time before venturing upon the 
costly experiment of another boycott. 

The oftense of the Post-Ezpress against 
the Central Labor Union was the print- 
ing on its editorial page what it con- 
sidered the truth in regard to the strike 
of the street railroad employés which 
has been in progress in that city for 
more than a month. The attitude of the 
paper did not please the strikers.and a boy- 
cott was ordered. Had the strikers simply 





mate eanse of ‘action, : for it’ is their un- 


doubted right to buy and read only such 
papers as they please, But in their blind 
passion for revenge on a journal which had 
dared to oppose them they went further 
than this and stepped far beyond the limits 
of legal or honorable warfare. They sent 
circulars to subscribers and advertisers of 
the paper warning them that if they con- 
tinued to patronize it they, too, would fall 
under the ban of the Central Labor Union 
and be boycotted. This was an unjustifia- 
ble and illegal attempt to injure the busi- 
ness of the paper, and the proprietors claim 
that it did injure. it to the extent of the 
damages which they ask. If they can prove 
this, as they say they can, the Central 
Labor Union is likely to have a nice little 
bill to settle for the privilege of playing 
with the double-edged weapon of the boy- 
cott. 

This method of dealing with the boycott 
is really the most practical and feasible of 
all which have thus far been devised. Itis 
a thoroughly-settled principle of law that 
he who injures the business of his neighbor 
maliciously is responsible in damages for 
the amount of the injury which he causes, 
No attempt has heretofore been made to 
enforce this principle in the case of damage 
sustained through the boycott, but the 
principle as legitimately applies to this 
class of injuries asto any other. Let one 
judgment be rendered against a labor or- 
ganization for the payment of all losses to 
business interests which it brings about by 
means of the boycott, and that cowardly 
weapon of the labor agitators will be 
dropped at once. The progress of the suit 
just begun in Rochester will be watched 
with great interest all over the land, for on 
its. result depends the'fate of probably the 
most contemptible expedient ever devised 
to terrorize and rob respectable tradesmen 
in the interest of labor agitation. 








There is something of the ostrich in the 
behavior of the various monarchical Gov- 
ernments of Europe regarding the cele- 
bration of the French Revolution. The 
refusal to take an official part in the nota- 
ble ceremonies, and the apparently con- 
certed and certainly general absence of the 
ambassadors of these Governments from 
Paris yesterday and to-day, are exceedingly 
stupid. Whatever may be the stages by 
which the French Government has reached 
its present form, it is unquestionably estab- 
lished, and though it may be modified in a 
short time, as it has been frequently in the 
past, it is entitled to unreserved and cordial 
respect. It is true that its history runs 
back to the time when the French King 
was beheaded, but the changes that have 
océurred since then in France are not differ- 
entin kind, nor are they so very different 
in degree, from those that have been going 
on in other Governments. None of the 
reigning monarchs of the time of Louis 
XVI. would have accepted the situation 
in which their successors now find them- 
selves, unless they had been forced by revo- 
lution to do so, and GEorGE III. of England 


‘would have laid down his life rather than 


yield what Victrorra has no thought of 
disputing. The reignirg monarchs of to- 
day do not change facts by refusing to 
recognize them as they exist in France; 
they rather emphasize them.

THE GREAT MISSISSIPPI. 
ITS SOURCE TRACED BY MINNESOTA 
EXPLORERS. 

8T. PAUL, May 5.—J. V. Brower, Commission- 
er of the Minnesota Historical Society to ex- 
plore and make a scientific survey of the head 
waters of the Mississippi River and to deter- 
mine what waters constitute the true sourees of 
this mighty river, returned to this city this 
evening, well laden with data, from which he 
will prepare a report for the Historical Society. 

“T am not prepared to make my report,” said 
Mr. Brower, “ but I can easily give you a short 
account of my trip and my work in that north- 
ern region. 1 left this city on the lst of March, 
and a few days later I and my party arrived atthe 
lower end of Lake Itasea. From that point, which 
is the north end, I made all my measurements. 
From that base I followed every running 
stream, measured Lakes Itasca and EIk, and 
found their altituase, latitude, and longitude, 
Lake Itasca has two divisions, and the south- 
east arm, known as Turndell’s Arm, was first 
explored. In the eastern: armi found many 
streams running into the lake, but there was 
one principal stream which had a good supply 
of water. This stream comes from the south- 
ward and is suvplied from an almost endless 
chain of lakes lying in a valley stretching 
southward. The first lake up this valley is 
thirty-two feet higher than Lake Itasca, is 
distant but 1,700 ieet, and has a depth of 40 
feet. From this there flows a steady stream. 
The greater part of this valley is still to be 
explored. 

** The Western division, however, is the more 
important one, and furnishes the streams and 
lakes over which has grown this dispute, [ 
find here three streams entering from the 
west side of the west arm, and from the east 
side of the ar. enters Elk Creek from Elk 
Lake, which G.azier has called the source of 
the Mississipp:; I traced Elk Creek from Itasca 
to Eik Lake dy meander lines, and found it to 
be 1,100 feet in length. ‘Chis stream, in the 
Springtime, is » good large one, but I have not 
the slightest doubt thas it is very often dried 
up. In tact, [ saw it when it had not more than 
an inch of ruuning water, Eik Lakeis of good 
size, but it is quite similar to many others in 
this basin. The shores are marshy and there 
are no definsd beashes. It may be interesting 
to Know thai Itasca is not beached. 

“f next turned my attention to Nicolet 
stream. This was meandered for 500 feet, and 
found other streams running intoit. Follow- 
ing. up this system of streams and small lakes, 
which are ina great valley and are separated 
from Elk Lake by a well-dsfined ridge of ground, 
Icame to many aprings, until tinally Whipple 
Lake was reached. Further upthe valley stand 
two large lakes which are well beached and 
very deep. They are fully as large as Elk Lake. 
Now, my theory is this: S nee there is a well- 
defined ridge of grdund extending a distance of 
six miles trom Lake Itasca to these unnamed 
lakes, there are two distinct basins, each hav- 
ing ite system of Streams ani lakes. In compar- 
ing thesetwo, Elk Lake and itsshert andsmall 
stream sink into insignificance. On the other 
hand, we have a long system of streams, 
springs, and lakes, extendicg from Itasca to 
Whipple Lake.- Whipple Like hasno surface 
connection with these twolarge lakes turther 
up the valley, but they are so high and so large 
that the pressure, I believe, is sufficient to force 
the water underground to Whipple Lake. Here 
is the source of the Mississippi. The water 
once having reached Whipple Lake, it passes 
through the marshy ground, an@, ceming up in 
springs, forms these small lakes, known as Nic- 
vilet Lakes, which finally give rise to the 
Nicollet Creek. 

‘*The party of explorers with me were unan- 
imous in the opinion that these lekes are the 
source and furnish the greater supply of water 








of Lake Itasca.”

SENATOR OHANDLERS FIGHT. 


THE COMING SENATORIAL CONTEST IN 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

ConcorD, N. H., May 5.—New-Hampshire has 
become somewhat famous for political battles 
in the past, especially Senatorial fightsim the 
Legislature, but appearances indicate that the 
res contest of next month will surpass 
in generalship, sharpness, and vindictiveness 
anything heretofore known. The character of 
the combatants, Gen. Jacob H. Gallinger and 
Senator Chandler, two of the shrewdest poli- 
ticians in New-England or the country, makes 
such a result inevitable. Behind these two men 
are large antagonistic interests and hosts of 
party workers. Chandler has the powerful sup- 
port of the Bosten and Maine Railroad elemen$ 
in the Legislature. Gallinger is fortitied by the 
no less powerful Concord Railzoad—an ‘element 
of greater strength perhaps because. of its 
purely local character. Dr. Gallinger is alse 
the candidate of the young aud progressive Re- 
publicans of the State, while Senator Chandler 
is the choice of the machine and the old stagers 
who have been partners with “ Bill” in politieal 
deals for these many years. 

Gallinger’s candidacy is distinctively a kick 
against the New Hampshire Repubijican ma- 
chine, a kick that dates back several years, but 
which has beer particularly vigorous ever since 
the contest fer the balance of Senator Pike's 
term two years ago, when an unwilling Lezis- 
lature chose Chandler to serve the remnant of 
the term, but declined to elect him or auybody 
else then and there for the new term beginning 
on March 4 last, which has been filled by ap- 
pointment pending the meeting of the new 
Legislature next month. The Chandlerites now 
advance the well-worn argument that 1t would 
be unfair not to acvord Senator Chnandler a full 
term after having served so short a period in 
the last term, and but little else in the argu- 
mentative line is advanced in his favor. 

The situation at presenutis peculiar. Chandler 
claims everything. According to kis figures, 
which he modestly publishes in his local paper, 
he is going to receive @ practically unanimous 
renomination and election. But THE Times’s 
correspondent asked .Dr. Gallinger what he 
thought of these claims of Chandler and his 
friends. Dr. Gallinger first told a story to give 


- point te his remarks, and then said that he con- 


ceded Mr. Chandler a majority in only two 
counties in the State,as against the latter’s 
claim of a majority in all. In brief, Or. Gallin- 
gor was entirely confident that he had a ma- 
jority of the Republican caucus at the present 
moment. Chandler is now in Washington, but the 
figures given vy his workers allege 122 Chandler 
votes in the House and 15 in the Senate, or 137 
on joint ballot, ont of a total Republican 
vote of 188." This weuld leave but 51 yotes 
against him. These are the bluff figures, the 
figures published in Chandler organs as the re- 
sult of “careful canvasses,” but @ cool and con- 
servative Chandler man of Concord quietly got 
intoacornerand gave these figures as the re- 
sult of the best information obtainable at 
Chandler's headquarters. Chandler, both Sen- 
ate and House, 6% votes assured; Gallinger, 81 
votes assured, and the balance, 39 votes, terri- 
bly uncertain. 

This ee the Chandler claims, and the 
attitude of all concerned shows very plainly 
that the Chandler people are in for the hardest 
kind ofa fight and they knowit. From other 
sources, wore or less favorable to Gallinger, it 
was learned that the Gallinger party are count- 
ing upon 106 members at present pledged for 
their candidate, with 50 for Chandler and 
32 uncertain, All the figures are based on 
the Republican caucus, where the fight will 
first be made. A mean of the various claims 
would probably be somewhere near the truth, 
and while this would still leaye the situation 
more favorable to Gallinger than to Chandler, 
it shows that the outeome is a matter of great 
doubt, and leads to the belief that a dead-lock 
like that of 1883 is inevitable, with the prob- 
able defeat of both candidates in the end. 

Neither man is of the kind that withdraws at 

; Said Dr. 

‘ailinger to-day: ‘‘There is nothing in this 
world that could induce me to withdraw from 
this contest. Iamin-to stay.” More than that, 
it is plain that Dr. Gallinger believes, and be- 
lieves it implicitly, that he can defeat Chan4ler 
even if he cannot elect himself, and it is whis- 
pered that he has a few rods in pickle that 
may be used if the fight becomes very warm. 
Chandler’s ability ina contest of this kind is 
too well known to callforremark. He, too, 
says he can and will beat Gallinger whatever 
becomes of his own candidacy. 





PORTRAIIS AND RELIOS. 


Only a few days are left for the loan col- 
lection of portraits, relics, and silverware be- 
longing to the Washington epoch which occu- 
pies the committees rooms of the Opera House on 
the Thirty-ninth-street and Broadway corner. 
Multitudes have seen these preeious and in 
some cases beautiful objects, and yet when com- 
pared with the numbers who have visited the 
city they are few who have seen them. The 
exhibition was unexpectedly aifficult to ar- 
range and catalogue properly, but a re- 
vised catalogue containing all possible in- 
formation is now to be had. To the manager, 
Mr. W, A. Coffin, to the Secretary, Mr. R. W. 
Gilder, and to the Chairman, Mr. H. G. Mar- 
quand, the officers of the Committee on Art and 
Exhibition, is due the success ef this part of 
the centenary. People hardly realize the value 
of the relics brought together, nor will they 
until it is too late to study them. For after 
May 8 they return te the private owners aad 
public institutions, where the student of history 
may lose sight of them. The catalogue, how: 
ever, will be of value hereafter as well as now, 
fer it will afford a means of tracking and identi- 
fying objects whose very existence might not 
have been suspected had the project of a loan 
exhibition been abandoned. 

Washington suffered a good deal at the hands 
of the painters of bis period, but the sculptors 
were not behindhand. <A marble bust by UCer- 
racchi, made in 1791 and owned by the Gouver- 
neur Kemble estate, will be better appreciated 
by marble cutters than the publie to whom the 
appearance of Washington is tolerably familiar. 
It is really an admirable piece of work in 4 
technical sense, but the likeness leaves much to 
be desired.. Cerracchi was an Italian who 
trusted, liké too many Europeans of bis time, 
to the patriotism of Americans alittle beyond 
their own enthusiasm, and although received 
with all the respeet due to his repuiation 
abroad, eould not lure the nimble dollar 
in eufficient quantity from tbe patriot 
pockets. What we now perceive to be a hollow 
imitative style of sculpture was then all the 
rage, and menin Paris who showed any orig- 
inality were wmereiless) barred from com- 
missions. Jean Antoine Houdon, however, had 
enough native power te accept the situation, 
give afaircily classical air to his statuary, and 
yet remain dignified and natural. To him we 
owe by all odds the best likenesses of Waahing- 
ton; for Houdon, withoutevading nature, rep- 
resented the dignity aud serenity of Wavhing- 
ton, traits which most impressed those who 
came across the sea to pay their respects tu 
tho greatest figure of two revolutions— 
the American and the Freach. A marbdis 
bust by Houdon is loaned by Mr. Luther 
Kountze of New-York and another by the Huon. 
Abram 8. Hewitt, witha third by the Hon. 
Hamilton Fish. To question the originality of 
any one of these three wonld be invidious, yet 
they betray differences. A bust by Hiram Pow- 
ers comes from Mrs. Joseph Drexel, and a wax 
protile, more curious’ than yood, from Mrs. 
Francois Livingstone Glover. Mr. Hewitt also 
shows Houdon warbie busts of Alexander 
Hamilton and Benjamin Franklin. From Mr 
8. L. M. Barlow comes a small statuette in por- 
celain of Franklin, made at some period in 
Paris, perhaps when that homely philosopher 
and statesman was all the rage ip Frenok 
society. 

No little controversy has raged over the por- 
trait of Washington lent by Dr. W. F. Channing 
of Newport and Providence, R. L, called the 
Gibbs Washington. It purports to be a Gilbert 
Stuart of an earlier date than the famous 
Athenzum one in Boston, which gives the left 
side of the face. Dr. Channing maintains that 
thisis the firat picture painted and broadly 
hints that when Gilbert Stuart said that he 
rubbed out the first painting he did not tell the 
truth. Miss Jane Stuart, that original old lady 
who supported herself by copying ber 
father’s portraits ot Washingten, is 
said to have acknowledgea the truth 
of this claim. lts immediate pecigree 
is this: Dr. Channing innerited it from bis 
mother, Mrs. William Ellery Channing,. who 
bought it frem her brother, Col. George Givbe 
otf New-York, who purchased it from Gilbert 
Stuart, bis personal friend. Gilvert Stuart ae- 
sured Col. Gibbs that it was wrought directly 
from the life. The ditticulty rests in the ques- 
tion whether or not that statement on the part 
of the artist can be trusted; for in toe lack of 
good prices and a constant market for other 
orders Giibert Stuart practically supported 
bimseif by replicas of Washington, a career 
foltowed with diminished success by bis daugh- 
ter. The cwner considers that this portrait, 
taking the right side of the face, was painted 
directiy from Washington in September. 1795. 

There are several departwents in this collec- 
tlon which deserve separate days for their 
study. Thus the engravings relating to Wash- 
ington and the early years of the Unior will re- 
pay prolonged examination. The newspapers 
and weeklies of the Washington period are so 
arranged that one may read the most interest 
ing pieces in each periodival, yellow with age, 
through the glass of the cases in which they 
reat. Credit is particularly due to Mr. W. 
Patten for this exhibit, a loan of the Felluwcrafs 
Club, Now that the active ceremonies and the 
junketings are over, it would be well for serious 
students of the other end of the century to Visit 
these odd, romantic, and beautiful things 
brought together for a little while, only to be 
dispersed. Such of the objeets, however, as are 
not recalled by their owners are to be deposited, 
with the New-York Historical Society,

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A GREAT NUMBER OF NEW- 
YORK BILLS PASSED. 
THE PATRONAGE WHICH HAS. BEEN 
GIVEN TO TAMMANY BY THE AID 
OF REPUBLICAN VOTES. 

ALBANY, May 5.—After ten days of active 
jollification the Legislature will reconvene to- 
morrow night, prepsratory to -winding up the 
session. New-York has fared uncommonly well 
this year, if abundant legislation be considered 
a criterion, for an unusually large number of 
bills affecting the metropolis have been passed 
upon. This favorable treatment in the House 
is due to the fact that Republican Assembly- 
men have been intrustea by the city 
authorities with the care of ali local bills of 
importance. This policy nas been rather a 
severe réflection on the character, ability, and 
integrity of the Democratic members, but May- 
or Grant and Mr. Croker were not at all back- 
ward in making satisfactory arrangements 
with the Republicans for the favors conferred 
upon Tammany by the Republican Legislature. 


Mr. Robert Ray Hamilton and Mr. Crosby have 
been the two special adjuncts of Tammany 
Hali-in the lower house, and itis because of 
their standing godfather to them that so many 
of Tammany’s measurés have been placed upon 
the statute books. 

It is broadly hinted here that the * deal” pills 
Were introduced and passed partly te offset Re- 
publican courtesy in assisting Tammany 


with legislation. However: this may be, 
it is oertuin that of the one hundred 
and twenty-odd New-York bills intro- 


auced inthe lower house during tae session 
the majority of those approved by the munici- 
pai authorities, and introduced by either Crosby 
or Hamilton, have passea. ‘he most important 
New-York bill is the Rapid Transit seheme, 
which was handied by Mr. Crosby. This 
ougut to reach tiie Governor this week, bat 
wore than likely the House will hold on to it 
until the Governor acts upon the “deal” bill, 
It the Governor vetoes those bills—and Tam- 
many Hail politicians are asserting that he will 
on high moral grounds—the décapitation of the 
Rapid Transit bill is inevitable. 

The next Measure of interest to New-York is 
the Hamilton-Pieree Cabie vill. The cable peo- 
ple bave not deen playing their usual boid hand 
this year. They are under the lead of the most 
adroit politicians in the’ State. Mr. Thomas C. 
Piatt, Mr. John J. O’Brien, and Col. George 
Bliss, are a political triumvirate Whose meth- 
ods, Wheh combined, will always bear the 
closest watching. They have joined issues on 
the cable echeme, and the -fact that they have 
not displayed any aggressiveness leads to the 
suspicion that they propose to adopt the policy 
pursued With so much success in 1886 on the 
Aqueducp job, and rush the bill through under 
Whip and spur during the last days or the ses- 
sion. Exes 

There are three other measures which will 
furnish Tammany with abundant patronage. 
The first is the Crosby four-million-dollar New 


Municipal Building bill. Had this been fathered 
by avy other meuiber it is extremely doubtrul 
whether it ever would have passed. ‘hen there 
is the Crosby bill appropriating $400,000 for 
the American Museum of Natural History and 
the Hamilton three-million-doliar Paving bill. 
Other bills that will bring patronage with them 
are Connelly’s, appropriating $20U0,000 to com- 
piete the inclosures ana approaches to Moruing-

dre@ and  Tenth-street. Hamilton’s _in- 
crease of the police furce at the 


rate of 125 a year fortwo years; Roesch’s to 
increase the pay of roundsmen to $1,500 a 
year; Mullaney’s to appropriate $15,000 a year 
for counsel for the board of Aldermen; Mur- 

hy's $250,000 triumphal areh at Central Park; 

lumenthal’s exterior street from East Forty- 
ninth to Kast Fifty-third-street, and Hamilton’s 
exerlor street from the Battery to Seventy- 
second-street on the west side, and from the 
Battery to Grand-street on the east side, under 
the discretion of the Dock Department; Hamil- 
ton’s block index, Creamer’s New-York Zvolog- 
icaiand Boetanical Garden, Hamilton’s Police 
Peusion bill, and Crosby’s Annexation of New- 
York and Brooklyn bill. 


All the New-York departments will have their 
yowers enlarged by the favorable legislation of 
this session, the Police, Park, and Dock Depart- 
ments especially. Mayor Graxt has long enter- 
tained the idea of placing promenades over 
the piers for the benetit of the peopie in the 
evening. Taking advantage of this opportunity 
the New-York and New-Enagland Terminal Com- 
pany have introduced two bills, one covering 
the Mayor's pian, in the Senate, and another, 
introduced in the House by Mr. Muilaney. The 
latter bas passed the lower house, and the 
people behind it are predicting that it will te 
put in the Governor's Hauds before ih: 
week is out. By its passage the lact 
rewaining free pier on the East River will be 
taken outof the hands of the authorities and 
surrendered fo the New-Yerk and New. England 
Terminal Company. It was curious to note the 
influences pelind these bills and the manner in 
which they worked. The counsel for the eorpo- 
rations were Mr. Edward Lauterbach and 
Boardman & Platt, the latter the son of the 

. Kepublican -boss, Mr. Thomas C.., Piatt. - Mr. 
Lauterbach was relied upon to. persuade the 
Democratic members, while the prestige of Mr. 
Thomas C.--Platt was counted upon for many 


Republican votes. The bill encountered but 
little opposition in the House, where 
it obtained ninety votes, and its safety 


in the Senate is assured, for “ Pa” Platt can be 
relied upon to instruct the Senators whom he 
covtrols to vote in the interest of “Sonny” 
Platt’s clients. Itis a matter of some moment 
to the younger Platt, in a financial and profes- 
tional sense, to have *“‘pa’ boss the Senate, but 
itis a question how long the people are to en- 
dure the tyranny of this close corporation.

With one or two more years’ experience, 
Bradford Rhodes of Westchester will become 
as pronounced a “tax fiend” as Senator Vedder. 
The latter never goes to his heme in Catta- 
raugus nowadays, but spends most of his time 
in New-York, where his ample brain finds 
greater facliities to work out taxation problems. 
Yedder has put a tax on everything that is 
worth a tax, and Rhodes has seen him and gone 
one better by his bill to tax dividends on 
corporations doing business in this State, 
**with these exceptions: savings banks and 
institutions for savings, life imssurance com- 
panies, bunks, forefyn insarance companies, 
manufacturing or mining corporations, or com- 
panies whoily engaged in carrying on manufaet- 
ure or mining ores, and axricultural and hor- 
ticultural societiss or agseciations. ‘These ex- 
ceptions,” says Mr. Rhodes’s bill, ‘“‘shatl not in- 
clude gas or trust companies, eleetric or steam 
heating, lighting and power companies.” What 
associations, companies, er corporations are 
left, after these exceptions, Mr. Rhodes pro- 
poses to Jay a tax of 14 mills upon the capital 
stock on any dividend of 6 per cent. and over 
and of 115 mills on a dividend under 6 per cent. 
Mr. Rhodes’s bill is misnamed. It should be en- 
titled “An act not to tax dividends.” 

Mr. Rhodes has an. ther marvelous bill. It 
prohibits any town or village authorities out- 
side of forty miles of the eity of New-York from 
eutting through a street at a grade with any 
double, treble, or quadruple railway track. It 
practically strips the greater part of the State 
of the right of eminent domain whenever a 
town or village street comes in collision with a 
railway track. In former times it was the prac- 
tice to make the railway cempanies subordinate 
to the wishes and rights of the State, but since 
the State bas begun to breed statesmen of the 
Rhedes sehool the prerogatives of the people 
are yearly becoming more and more abridged 
and the power and license of corporations cor- 
respondingly expanded. ’

WARE SHIPS IN PLENTY. 


THE VESSELS NOW MOORED AT THE 
BROOKLYN NAVY YARD. 

For years there has not been assembled at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard such a number of war 
vessels a8 are now lying there. Were hostilities 
to be commenced to-morrow with some power, 
we have at least four good cruisers that could 
be sent out from the Brooklyn yard for service, 
provided that the Yorktown makes a hasty run 
of it to Washington and takes aboard six six- 
inch rifles from the gun foundry. 

There is a lively stir at the Brooklyn yard 
every morning about 5 o’clock, when from 
every ship in the docks the shrill 
bugles ring out revéille, and some nine 
hundred tars tumble out of their ham- 
mocks for morning duties. Throughout the 
first partof the day the usual routine of gun 
arili and exercises are gone through, but when 
afternoon putsin an appearance “Jack’’ usu- 
ally finds the time his own. Itis a query among 
naval officers just now what will be done with 
all the war ships in port. There is no difficulty 
in finding atations for the different vessels, as 


we are shorthanded in all our squadrons 
abroad, but the point is just how are the ships 
to be distributed, 

Ou the European station the flagship Lan- 
caster alone flies the American colors, and she 
is reported as unserviceable by reason of ber 
boilers. The Enterprise, the only other vessel 
attached to the European squadron, 1s at pres- 
ent away down on tue east coast of Africa. 
It certainly seems that one of the new cruisers 
should go as flagship to Europe, and_ surely 
nene could better represent the United States 
juet new than the Chicago. As for the China 
station, the Marion and Omaha are the only 
vessels there of any importance, and they are 
wooden craft. Why ceuld net the Boston or 
the Atlanta be sent out as flagship? On 
the South Atlantie there is the Alliance, the 
Richwoud, and the Tallapoosa. ‘The Alliance 
is coming home, leaving un duty the slow old 
Richmoend and the side-whceler Tallapoosa, 
which latter vessel is only fit property for river 
work. The Yorktown is nearly ready and 
serviceable; surely she is not too good for the 
Station, if war vessels are to be sent there at 
all. Let us have either the Boston or Atlanta 
in the home station, the Charleston will do 
Iuor the Pacitie, but by all means scatter the new 
ships we now have 1n foreign stations, where 
American interests are languishing for proper 
war-ship protection, 

There are at present at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard the new cruisers Chicago, Boston, Atlanta, 
an. Yorktown, the steam corvettes Kearsarge, 
Brooklyn, aud Essex, ana the training ship 
Jamestown. Up the East River on Poor House 
Flats the Yantic is anchored. The Brooklyn 
and Essex have.been put out of commission, 
the Yautie is aiready attgched to the North At- 
lantic squadron, ieaving for disposition the 
Kearsarge and the new cruisers. 

A naval otticer remarked the other day that 
he thougat it strange no one had thought of 
sending the Keursarge to Frauee, since the 
coming month will bring around the twenty- 
fifth anuiversary of her famvuus engagement 
with the Confederate cruiser Alabama. It cer- 
laluly would seem a& most fitting tribute for 
this country tosend to Cherbourg, now that it 
is the time of the Paris Exposition, the ship 
which twenty-five yeurs ago gaived such lasting 
renown in her tight off the shores of France. 
‘The Kearsarge has been on the European sta- 
tion lor several years past, butin the absence 
of other availabie vessels she could again be 
made use of there. 

‘Lhe next month might witness some radical 
charges in the stations of warships. The Quin- 
pebaug and Alllanpce are homeward-bdound, 
the Swatara is op ber way to China trom the 
South Atlantic, and the Delphin is gradually 
working ber way back to the United States by 
way of Ceylon, the Suez, and the Straits of 
Gibraltar. It is said that the Peusacola, now 
at Norfolk, is to go to China as flagshipin that 
station, but this rumor has been heard so long, 
while no steps have been taken in that direc- 
tion, that it is time todoubtif the Pensacola 
pal ever again get away from the Norfolk 

Yard. 

itis doubtrul if the Brooklyn will again go in 
commission, for it is said that her repairs will 
largely exceed in cost 20 per cent. of her orix- 
inal value. The Essex, it is thought, is com- 
paratively sound and in fair condition, and 
that but rew repairs will be necessary to make 
her available for active service,

KILLED IN A COLLISION. 





A BAD WRECK ON THE NORTHERN PA- 
CIFIC RAILROAD. e 

ST. PAuL, May 5.—A special to the Pioneer 
Pressfrom Jamestown, Daketa, says: ‘The first 
section of the Northern Pacific west-bound lim- 
ited passenger train No. 1, in charge of Con- 
auctor Walsh, and freight No. 18, Conductor 
Scheher, came into collision this morning, one 
and a half mile east of Crystal Springs. Section 
one carried mall, baggage, and first-class pas- 
sengers,. The second seetion carried emigrants 
only. It is run about an hour after the first 
section, and was beid here until 6 o'clock await- 
ing the clearing of the débris, The wrecking 
train was manned and sent out from here with 
three surgeons and Superintendent McCabe. 

The collision occurred in a big bena this side 
of Crystal Springs. lt was caused by a misun- 
derstanding of train orders on the partof the 
Operator at Steele and the conductor and 
engineer ef the freight. Operator Fiteh, it is 
Stated, bas been, or will be, arrested for crimi- 
nal carelessness. The engineers and firemen of 
both trains did not see the other train ap- 
proaching until they were ten cars’ length 


from each other, and then all jumped. 
The passenger train was heavily loaded, 
but fortunately no one was hurt. En- 


gineer Boss of the passenger train broke 
his back in alighting, and died almost immedi- 
ately. ‘The postal clerks were locked in the car, 
which, together with the baggage car and 
‘engines, jumped the track and were completely 
wrecked, and the clerks had to be dug out of 
the dévris. Ed Siattery, Chief Postal Clerk, 
had his leg broken and sustained internal! in- 
juries. He died just after the train bearing the 
injured to Jamestown left Windsor. Louns- 
berry, the other postal clerk, had his arm 
broken in two places. Heis a nepnew of Col. 
Lounsberry, the well-known newspaper man. 

Baggazewsn Nichols, who resides at St. Paul, 
kad bis arm Drokenin two places. Keller, the 
tireman of the passenger, and Engineer Beall 
and Fireman Kellum of the freight, all reside 
bere. They all jumped and escaped without 
serious injury. Relatives of Engineer Boss at 
Boone, Iowa, and of Postal Clerk Slatteriy at 
St. Cloud, Minn., have been telegraphed as to 
the disposal of the remains. 

Boss had been with the Northern Pacific four 
years. He was formely an engineer on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern. He was about 30 years 
old, 40a was to have been married in about 
ten days. Miss Miller, the young lady to whom 
he was to have been married, was ereatly 
shocked at his death, and is suferingfrow bem- 
orrhage of the lungs. Itis feared she will not 
survive. Siatterly was about 23 years old, 
He recently received uotincation of removal by 
the present administration, and was on his last 
run. 

Many of the freight cars were badly demol- 
ished. Three of them were loaded with Wash- 
ington Territory horses, nearly all of which 
were either kiiled outright or su badly wounded 
that they had to be shot.

SEEKING RESPONSIBILITY FOR 

THE BLUNDERS. 

A BLOT ON THE CELEBRATION, DUE 
TO THE NEGLECT, INEFFICIENCY, 
AND VANITY OF SOMEBODY. 

Some of the good people who were prom1- 
nent in the management of the centennial cele- 
bration feel that, for their sakes and the sake 
of the fair fame of New- York City, the mantie 
of oblivion ought to be thrown over the riotous 
and bacchanalian scenes that occurred during 
the closing hours of the centennial ball, that, 
under Mr. Stuyvesant Fish’s management, 
seems destined to become a perpetual blot 
upon the otherwise creditable record of the 
great celebration. But there are others who 
chafe under the imputation of joint responsi- 
bility with him for what ocourred after they 
had gone home and the police had begun to 
close the supper room. Thesp feel that the 
Tesponsibility for the disgraceful scenes, the 
slack service, the impertinence and extortion 
of the help, and the general demoralization 
about the cloak rooms should be fixed where 
1t belongs. 
Vhat a few of the members of the general 
committee, and but afew, are chargeable with 
the neghgence which made the gross vulgarity 
of the closing hours of the ball possible, is 
universally admitted. Of the members of the 
Entertainment Committee, in whose hands the 
management of the bali was confided, only four 
took active partim the performance. Stuyves- 
ant Fish, William Jay, W. E. D. Stokes, and 
Gouverneur Morris from the first took the bur- 
den of the honors upontheir shoulders. Will- 
1am K. Vanderbilt was in Europe. 8, L. M. Bar- 
low was attending to his legal business. William 
Waldorf Astor and William B. Beekman were 
seldom seen about the committee rooms, The 
sume may be said of Exerton L. Winthrop. 
Kovert Guelet aud Stephen H. Olin gave only 
sparingly of their time to the committee, It 
would bave made but little difference if they 
had done otuerwise, for it was made apparent 
to every one frum the beginning that Chairman 
Fish had resolved to have his own way about 
the ball. 
There was also an Executive Committee, con- 
sisting of twenty-seven gentlemen, of which El- 
bridge T. Gerry was Chairman.

So far as 
the preliminary arrangements of the Entertain- 
ment Committee fer the ball and the banquet 
were concerned, they seemed perfect. It was not 
to be expected that the Execative Committees 
should investigate the matter and seelf the 
arrangewents tor the ball had been sufficiently 
comprehensive to insure order. For hbimselt, 
Mr. Gerry did not see any disorder. He learned 
that the police were going to clear the supper 
room at 1:30 o’clock, and hé accordingly went 
home. Mr. Fish continued at tne ball after that, 
the sele person in ¢barge. He did not think the 
scenes Which took place could have been avoid- 
ed. The bali® was a tremendous affair of its 
kind, an unprecedented number were in attend- 
ance, and it was hardly to be expected that the 
attair woula go through without a few persons 
getting im who ought not to have been there, 
und without some of them euonducting them- 
selves in an Unbdecowing manner. 

‘Why were the doors kept closed until 9 
o’clock, while ladies 1n the thin costumes and 
footwear of the vailroom, without head cov- 
erings, were kept waiting outin the chill, raw 
a@lmusphere of the open street, when the time 
for the bull to begin had been openly fixed at 8 
o'clock ?’ he was asked.

Fish has refused himse)f to reporters 
sinee the ball, but the reason for this initial 
outrage Was apparent to ali who heard the bam- 
mers ef workwen ringivg through the building 
while they stood and shivered outside. The jam 
in the coat and cloak ruoms was due to the fact 
that after peopie in the rush ha@ forced their 
way ln and dropped their wraps they had to 
fight their way through this stream in order to 
reach the entrancé to the ballroom. No attempt 
at orderiy progression was made here. A doubie 
line of eutrance and exit would have been feasi- 
ble, and would have made the disorder and the 
ruin of some fine toilets impossible. 

“What provision was made for avoiding a 
crush in the supper room?’ Mr. Gerry was 
asked. : ; 

“I’m sure I don’t know,’ be replied. If the 
supper reom had been opened earlier no rush 
would have ensued, and if after 1t was opened 
any guest should have been discovered ip an 
intoxicated condition the police should have 
had instructions to escort bim to the eutsaide of 
the building. Ward MoAllister had arranged 
for this order, but his rules were overruled. 

There were many persons in the building who 
had no right there. Ihe ticket takers at the 
door were observed to sell admissien tiekets tu 
people whe had po tickets, and 18 is highly 
probable that the presenee of certain char- 
acters who should never have been tolerated in 
such an assemblage may be accounted for in 
this way. But this only affords explanation for 
the presence of asmall number, whereas: there 
were Many such persons in the Opera House, 
and notabiy in the supper room. It was ru- 
mored on Monday that ‘iffany’s plates, from 
which the tickets were printed, had been stolen 
and a large numoer of tickets had been placed 
ov the market; but inquiries at Tiffany «& Co.’s 
py a TIMES reporter showed this to be false. 
It was said that the plates had bewen in constant 
operation up to Monday noon. 

Williaw G, Hamilton of the States Committes 
also contradicted the rumor, and remarked that 
it had been impossible to get all the tickets 
that were wanted from Tiffany. A large num- 
ber had been obtained after the firat batch was 
exhausted, and he had supplied himself with a 
liberal number to use im cases of emergency 
where Governors and State Cemmissioners and 
prominent invited guests coming from a dis- 
tance bad either not received their appertion- 
ment of tickets or had been overlooked by the 
committee, To some of these, whose creden- 
tials he did nut bave time to tuoroughly exam- 
ine, he had given as many as ten ball tickets, 
Ot course he could not answer for their all 
falling 1nto proper hands, 

It is the general impression that rank favorit- 
ism obtained in the distribution of the tickets, 
and that somebody or other indeatified with 
the committees used his position. to pave his 
way to the graces of members of: ‘social’ 
ciroles, more or less select, right and left. In 
Brooklyn, for instanee, these favors were sown 
widecast. In New-York one newspaper office, 
for iustance, was deluged with tickets, fifteen 
having found their way toitsemployes. The 
net result of this species of favoritism was that 
tickets found their way into the hands of many 
persons who never ought to have received 
them, while many other persons, especially 
from abroad, were unable to obtain them, al- 
though their standing entitled them to recog- 
nition. The whole affair suggests the unpleas- 
ant odor of codfish aristocracy. 

A member of the General Committee, who 
had much to do with the management of the 
celebration, said to the reperter: ‘It is un- 
doubtedly a fact that the ball was woefully mis- 
managed. Mr. Fish and Mr. Gerry apparently 
started m to make the affair as exclusive as 
Possible ana to reap all the honors themselves. 
- They secured eminently respectable people for 
the boxes, and somehow after that their vigilance 


for themselves and their particular friends, and 
had got the thing going, they dropped it and 
let it run iteelf. Their inadequate safeguaras 
led to people getting in who were absolutely 
soelal outcasts. Why, I don’t want to mention 
any Dames, but there was one man who danced 
in that quadrille who would not be received in 
the homes of some of the ladies there that 
night, and whose reputation is. such that be is 
avoided and shunned and refused the acquaint- 
ance of several respectable families. 

“Mr. Fish made vo effort to maintain order 
or to get rid of disorderly persons at the ball. 
He said, ‘It is the business of the police to Keep 
order—not mine.’ Even those who hustied Mr. 
Fish out of the supper room wien he seught to 
return toit were much the worse for the wine 
that tlowed so freely on the occasion. After the 
crowd was gotinto the building there was no 
such thing as an attempt at. management. 
Ladies who were in the supper room were com- 
pelled to make their way without attendance or 
escort back to their boxes, jostled and insulted 
by tipay strangers on the way. And when, 
fivally, the police put an end to. the debauchery, 
it looked more jike the turnout of a Haymarket 
jamboree than from an ultra fashionabie event 
that ned been mansged by the choice swells of 
New-York’s contingent of the uitra-fashion 
ables, Whatever brilliance is gained by their 
management will be the phosphorescent brill- 
jancy of decaying fish.”

After they had secured eligible places, 








MADE A FINE START. 
ANOTHER PEDESTRIAN 8sTRUGGLE IN 
. MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN. 

The big six days’ walking match at Madi- 
son-Square Garden, the contestants in which 
inténd to do as much as they can toward 
breaking all existing records, and especi- 
ally that of Littlewood, began at 12:07 
o'slock this morning. The big interior 
of the garden at that time resembled the 
great assemblies which greeted the opening of 
the matches in which Rowell was the ohief fig- 
ure of interest, there being fully 6,000 specta- 
tors within the building when Dominick Mc- 
Catirey gave the word ef starting. 

Fully 1,000 persons were jammed against 
the strong picket fence which separated 
the eircle within the familiar track from 
the starting point, and it was only with 
diiliculty that the police prevented & 
serious crush, A little time before the 
start was made a tender at the bar attracted to 
the Garden was arrested for violating the ex- 
cise laws by aun ofticer of the Nineteenth Pre- 
cinct, and there was a little show of ill-feeling 
by the crowd, but this simmered down without 
causing the police even a dread of trouble. 

At midnight the contestants began filing out 
of their booths and took their places, the band 
playing the appropriate air of ** Kazzle Dazzle.”

It was advertised 
that there would be fifty startersin the contest, 
but the indications of the evening were that 
there would be several more, for the managers 
had received entries close up to the ‘time 
of closing, and their schedule was more 
than filled. The booths fer the walkers, which 
were placed at the Fourth-avenue side of the 
building, began to fill up early in the evening 
with the walkers and their attendants, the 
wiser ones going to sleep before the tussle 
began in order to save their strength. Long 
before the hour of atarting the arrangements 
vd the 142 hours of walking were quite com- 
plete.

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SWEPT BY FOREST FIRES 


GREAT TRAOTS OF WOODLAND 
ABLAZE. 

FLAMES MAKING TERRIBLE HAVOC WITH 

THE FORESTS OF NORTHERN MIN- 


NESOTA AND WISCONSIN. 

81. Paut, May 5.—Special dispatches report 
destructive forest fires raging In Northern Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin. Already immense dam- 
age has been done to standing timber and many 
towns are threatened with destruetion. A spe- 
cial from Duluth says adense cloud cf smoke 
from burning brush and timber hangs over 
Duluth, and it seems to be growing thicker. 
From meagre reports from all the surrounding 
eountry, brought in py travelers and train men, 
forest fires of considerable magnitude and of a 
dangerous and destructive character are raging 
in nearly all directions from the city within a 
radius of fifty miles and more. Cord wood, 
piles, telegraph poles, ties, &c., have been de- 
stroyed in many different iocalities, and in 
s0me instances settlers’ houses and outbuild- 
ings have been burned. 

The fires seem to be the worst on the line of 
the Duluth and [ron Range, west of Thomson 
and south beyond Barnum, and on the North- 
ern Pacific as far as Norman, twenty miles be- 
yond Northern Paeific Junction. There are re- 
ports of damage from the settlements back of 
this city on country roads, from the Ashland 
Division of the Northern Pacific, and else- 
where. Near Smithville on the Duluth Short 
Line, a dozen miles west, a settler’s house was 
burned. The limited express from St. Paul 
passed through fires on each side of the track 
from below Barnum. It was so hot and the 
smoke was 80 dense that the doors of the cars 
had to be kept shut on one side of the track. 
This sige of Barnumacwelling was burning, 
and on the other side fire was in the stables and 
outbuildings. 

The Northern Pacific trestle near Walbridge, 
Wis,, on the Superior Line, was burned to-day. 
The telegraph wires, principally along wthe 
Northern Pacitic, both toward Ashland and to 
the west, are working badly, and in some cases 
not atall. There has been so little rainfall in 
this section this Spring that the country is 
very dry and the woods furnish easy food for 
the flames. Unless ruin comes very soon there 
is likeiy to be very great damage. There is 
little wind, but the fires shoot ahead through 
the dry brush and wood ata terrific rate. So 
far they are believed to be contined principally 
to the undergrowth, but standing pine 1s very 
hable to suffer to a considerable extent unless 
they are checked. No estimate of the dumage 
done can be given. 

Ashland, Wis., advices say that furious fires 
are raging in the Northern Wiscensia forests, 
and unless heavy rain soon falls thore will be 
more loss to property than has been already re- 
ported. Railroad men arriving on thé Omaha 
Koad report that the forest frem Asblana to 
Clear Lake is ablaze. Many thousand feet of 
ties have been cestroyed, and some towns are 
endangered. Over on the Fond-du-lae Indian 
reservation $5,000 worth of legs on skids were 
burned. Leggers who were interviewed say 
that they expect great losses if rain does not 
come soon. In the eastern outskirts of Ashland 
flames in the woods gained such headway tuat 
assistance was asked of citizens to protect 
= A large ferce of men organized a 

ucket brigade and succeeded in preventing se- 
rious destruction of property, but $1,000 worth

ad @ narrow escape. Heavy clouds of smoke 
make the air heavy in the city, and on the lake 
isis luke a thick fog. 

At Cumberland the woods in nearly every 
Girestion from the city are on fire, and the 
smoke is almest unbearable. Thousands ef 
dollars’ worth of standing pine and thousands 
of cords of dry wood in this vicinity have been 
burned within the past forty-eight hours, and 
farmers are having hard work to save their 
homes. The fires are now in sight of the city, 
and people are becoming alurmed. Neverin 
the history of Burmett County have forest tires 
raged as they did to-day. North the tire has 
swept the entire county, destroying everything 
in its path. At several places it has burned 
houses, barns, and granaries. All thse fences in 
the county are burned. The fire is still raging.

‘FISHING IN THE NORTH RIVER NOT 


: VERY GOOD, BUT AT OTHER PLACES 
t iT. WAS MORE THAN FAIR. 

Fishing for tomcods: and flounders is not 
the most exhilarating sport inthe world. For 
the successful landing of the fish named it takes 
®0 many heoks, so many sandworms, s0 many 
‘Waary hours, that when, if you-are lucky and 
‘industrious, you have filled your basket you 
feel’ as if you might just as well have been 
driving a street car all day.for all the amuse- 
ment you have gotten out of the exercise. The 
North River up above One Handredth-street is 
4 great place for tomcods at this time of the 
year, and a great place for hundreds of people 
who regard the catehing of tomcods as greater 
fun than driving a car or breaking stones. 

Yesterday afternoon, and during the whole 
day for that matter, the river front from One 
Hundredth-street to the reefy shore at One 
‘Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street was lined with 
persons with lines and poles and hooks and 
‘sinkers and sandworms who defied the rays of 
the bright May sun, said “Bool” to the heat 
i whieh peeled their noses, and fished diligently 
on, waiting for the tomcods and the flounders 

{0 come along their way and hook themselves 
on their dangling lines. 

For some reason or other it wasn’t a very 
good day for tomoods. They either were afraid 
of the brightness above the water or had come 
to learn that Sunday was, in the world of tom- 
| Gods, to be regarded as afast day, er else the 
‘tishermen were not very expert. Thousands of 
sandworms wriggled about on the various docks 
.@long the river, and hundreds of them writhed 
im mortal agony on the hooks thrown right 
‘where the tomcods ought to be, but the tom- 


gods and the tlounders and the rest of the saga- 
sious fish which inhabit these waters seemed 
to have lost their fondness for sandworms and 
to nave found an abiding piace less dangerous 
in which to exercise their flashing fins. 

Whatever the reason, North River fishermen 
did not spend a very profitable duy yesterday. 
They sturted out early in the morning and, se- 
leeting as soft spots as they could find, they 
cast their lines, sat themselves down, and calm- 

y waited for the harvest which was to follow. 
ptol2e'clock the tide swept up the river 
with unaccustomed force, testing to their full 
capacity the efficacy of the siukers, which held 
shundreds of lines in place, and as the hours 
went by and the catch of tomcods was deplor- 
_ably smali, the anglers attributed to the swift- 
tness of the current the smaliness of the tumcod 
harvest, 

They patiently hoped that when the full tide 
should come, and when the waters wouid 
{gradually begin to find their way back to the 
i @ea again, the fish which they nelad would find it 
‘in their hearts to gobble up with avidity the 
sandworms.so temptingly iaid out for their 
‘benefit. And for a while after the tide was full, 
the haul of tomcads, tiounders, and eels was en- 
eouraging. The fish seemed to be in need of & 
‘Jittle luneh, und were yanked up pretty rapidly. 
!'Then, however, the tide began to run out with 
& Vigorous persistency equal to its running in 
,and for three or four hours the scaly prizes 
‘were caught only in the mind’s eye. The lines 
iwere cast and the swiftly speeding waters took 
the sandworms and ieft the bare books as dan- 
| ger signals for any of the finny tribe that might 
| happen around that way. 

At about 4 o’clock, however, those persistent 
anglers who had stood it out so long, and those 
Knowing tishermen who reached the river about 
that time, had 1t alltheir own way. Perhaps it 
was the decreased heat trom the brilliant sun, 
or perhaps the array of bare legs dangling from 
the dovks, that inspired the tish with greater 
courage, or perhaps hunger had begun to dally 
with their gentie stomachs. At any rate the 
tomcods gobbled up the sand worms and inci- 
dentally the barbed hooks at a surprising rate, 
and before sundown many of the men and boys 
‘Qaeda been successiul enough to furnish their 
‘families with material enough for tomcod fries 
Tor some days to come. 


’ Those gentiemen who sought the banks of the 
North River yesterday armed with rods and 
reels and a determination to catch some striped 


pass or die did not have a particularly exeiting 
day either. here was lets of water and plenty 
of sandworms and pails full of bloodworms, but 
somehow or other the striped bass fought shy. 
Tney didn’t seem to have any desire for vigor- 
ous exercise, and it was obvivus to the world at 
large that the middle of the river or the bottom 
of the river or any part of the river away from 
the delusive sandworms was plenty good enough 
fox them. They found plenty of fun of their 
own sort there. 
Some members of the striped bass family of 
the North River habitation found their way 
'tDto the treacherous waters about the east 
ashore, and were indiscreet enough to attempt 
tc dine on worms which they might have known 
‘Were not banging in the water because of any 
pleasure which it gave them. The tish did not 
stop to think, however, and ir they had they 
would have been compelled to conclude their 
Meditations beneath the cever of some fisher- 
{man’s basket—that is to say, if their appetite 
had gotten the better of their wisdom. 
A little pier which juts out into the river at 
the foot of West One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth-street was erewded all day with men 
who fished only for bass. A little after nodn- 
day one of these men, who was provided with 
@ stiff pole and conspicaous inability to handie 
@ fish, felt a tremendous jerk at bis line, and 
at once began to ree) it in. The tish that he 
hada evidently hooked permitted himself to be 
i quietly pulled in to within abeut 25 feet of 
; the dock, and then he began to show fight. 
' He plunged about in’ the clear water, lashing 
it into white foam, and from the fieeting 
glimpses the crowd caught of him they 
saw him to be a striped bass of unusual 
proportions. An amount of voelferous ad- 
vice was given to the ‘an who had 
hooked the fish, but he wasimpervious to it all, 
and, instead of playing with his prize, tiring it 
out, and rendering its capture probable, he at- 
tempted to pull the big fish out of the water by 
main strength. The consequence was thas when 
he got it elose up to the dock and attempted to 
drag it out of the water, the weight of the fish 
told in its favor, and, struggling fiercely, 1% 
broke away and darted down into the depths 
of the water. 
The average weight of the bass caught yes- 
terday was between one and a half and two 
pounds, and people who saw this fighting brute 
euy that he must have weighed from six to 
seven peunds. it was a source of great regret 
that he got away. 
Nearly one thousand fishermen yesterday 
went from this city on the 7 and 9 o’clouck trains 
to Bartow Station, on the Harlem Railroad, and 


then took the horse cars to City Island. The 
writer was among the number. He had a little 
experience Which warrants the statement that 
flounder fishing will never beeome a fad among 
the ladies. He arose at the unnatural hour of 6 
A: M., and was quietly donning his piscatorial 
raiment when frem his better half came an in- 
quiry asto the why and wherefore of this early 
guovement. Ina sort of apologetio way she was 
wid that her lord and master was going to lure 
from the deepa tish commonly Known as the 
flounder. Instead of the expected rebuke the 
idea met with favor, and My Lady, whose 
knowledge ef tishing is about as acute as are 
% Hottentot’s ideas on hypnotism, made the 
startling statement that she knew it must be 
awfully good fun and weuld ge along. 

They reached the Harlem station just in time 
to eatch the special 7 o’cleck train. A motley 
crowd of about five hundred fisherman were 

_ already aboard, armed with fishpoles, baskets, 
and some bottles containing quid bait. 
Everybody was in the merriest moou, and the 
trip was uneventful. 

\ One thing must be said in favor of the City 
Island boatman. He isabuman being, doing 
business on square business principles, and not 
@rapacious swindler. For the modest sum of $1 
he provided a solid Whitehall boat. For another 
50 vents he produced # box of sand worms and 
two iines. 

Tne party joined the procession moving 
toward the favorite grounds between Migh 
Island and the Chimneys. Here the little 
apncbor was thrown overboard and operations 
commenced. The lines had not been in the 
Water mere than a minute or two when My 
Lady gave a delighted little scream and ex- 
claimed: 

** Charlie, something’s pulling on my line.” 

In ss clear a manner as possible My Lady 
was toid thatthe something was prebably «a 
fish and that the most advisable thing to do un- 
der the circumstances would be to pull it ip. 
Ghe aeted on the suggestion with such haste 
and force that his finny bighness was landed in 
the water on the ether side of the boat My 
Lady was fairly wild with excitement, and 
again trying, suceceded in landing her prize 
fairly in her lap. She loeked at it, uttered a 
scream, and shoek it into the bottom of the 

‘poat. Then she looked at it again and ex- 
claimed in tones full of disappointment: 

«Charlie, is that a flounder?’ 

Gentiy, but with more or less exultation over 
the fact that as the first catch was not his it 
Dad turned eut so badly, My Laay was told 
that the hideous, gaping-jawed thing she Lad 
caught was nota fieunder, but a toad fish,the 
eommon nuisances of the flounder tishermen. 
Charlie banded her his line, and by the time he 
had succeeded in cutting the toaGcfisn off her 
hook and baited it azain, she said excitedly: 

‘eChariie, | have another bite.” 

Instructed to pull in ber line again My Lady 
lopked appealingly at Charlie, and: put the 
somewhat philosophic query: 

« But suppose it’s another horrid toadfish ?” 

When teld that she could not know what it 
was until she saw it she began to pull in ginger- 
ly. This time she had caught a flounder. Itdid 
-not amount to much, to be sure. My wady could 
sasily have put it in her pocketbook; but it 
. was @ flounder, and consequently Charlie had 
‘to admit that it was a little beauty.

Her catch, he said, was “ the finest of 
the day.” He told everybody else the same 
thing, but My Lady was none the less pleased. 

It wae on the homeward journey the discoy- 
ery was made that my Lady’s sunburned skin 
was beginning to peel and become painful, and, 
to add to the discomfiture, her arms and back 
were getting sore as a result of her attempt to 
row a boat. . 

A suggestion to go home met with no opposi-' 
tion. y Lady would carry the basket of tish. 
Its weight, though little, seemed to recompense 
her for the inconveniences the securing of them 
had caused, 

On the train My Lady said little, The sun 
‘Was just a8 bright and the air as balmy as that 
which evoked such delightful anticipation on 
the outward trip; but My Lady’s thoughts were 
centred on her blistered hands, sore back, and 
aunburned face. 

Crossing Harlem Bridge she simply remarked: 

“Charlie, we don’t want these do wet I 
wouldn’t eat them, would you? Then what's the 
use of carrying them home?” And without 
more ado she dropped basket and flounders 


-down into the muddy waters of the Harlem 


River. 
The great majority of the fishermen, however, 
passed a most delightful day. They went rigged 


for the occasion with sun umbrellas, and took 
ple of food and drink. Few gave up the 
sport before sundown, ana as areward of their 
labor nearly all returned with big’ strings of 
fish, many aggregating a hundred. 


At about noon yesterday the echoes of Ja- 
maiea Bay, in the neighborhood of Broad Chan- 
nel, were awakened by a corpulent and loud- 


voiced German fisherman, who, while watching 
intently something in the water which was 
straining the stalwart tip of his fishing rod, 
cried out, “the man who wouldn’t be satistied 
with that is hard to please,” Then, with a 
dramatie gesture he landed his catch, consist- 
ing of a toadfish on each of his two hooks, and 
& sea spider, which either ‘would not or could 
not let go of the sinker. Then he lashed the 
water with his triple catch, and kept on lash- 
ing until he diseovered that the three intruders 
had disappeared, which caused him to smile 
and that hooks and sinkers had gone with 
them, which made him swear. His was not 
by any means agunique experience, but enough 
that was desirable in the shape of fish was to be 
caught in the bay yesterday to offset such occa- 
sional disappointments. At the close of the 
day there were some grumbiers, whose baskets, 
hanging lightly on the arm, told a silent story 
of emptiness and ill luck, but there were other 
baskets which made men lean to one side while 
they walked, and smile complaeently us they 
lifted the lids and exposed the handsome con 
tents to less fortunate brethren of the rod. 

Still, Jamaica Bay was by no means at its best 
yesterday. It was between flounders and black- 
fish, and with few exceptions small to medium- 
sized catches were the rule. The flounders have 
begun to vacate the bay for the colder waters 
outside, and asthe run of the blacktish is just be- 
ginning, thaey were eaught in only moderate 
numbers and of small size. The bestsport was had 
by the tishermen who took the 7:10 A. M. train. 
There were seven carloads of them, and they 
had their lines in the water by $ o'clock. At 
that time the wind came warm from the west 
and just rippled the water, and the fish behaved 
so as to justify the lore which pronounces such 
conditions favorable fersport. It was during 
the morning hours that most of the baskets 
were tilled. Later in the day the wind ehanged 
and came from the southeast, and waa unpléas- 
antly cool at times and strong enouh to churn 
the bay into white caps. After this fishing was 
not se good, and only a few hardy fishermen 
waited for the last train in order to catch the 
evening fishing. 

Broad Channel was the favored spot on the 
bay yesterday: Canarsie, the Raunt, Beach 
Channel, Hammel’s, and other fishing stations 
were Well patronized, but Broad Channel was 
the place at which successive trains landed 
their largest loads. Floundering was the popu- 
lar sport, and the anglers who came supplied 
with sand worms had a far bettertime of it than 
those who relied upon local resources and used 
“skimmer” as a bait. Those in search of black- 
fish either fished otf the bridge or went in boats 
Detween its piers. ‘* Fiddlers,” known to many 
as soldier crabs, were the bait in vogue among 
most of them, and furacouple of hours in the 
morning they proved a taking lure. The bie- 
gest eatch of blacklish was seventeen, running 
from half apound toa pound andahalf eacn. 
This fell to the lotof anexpert wko anchored 
his punt in the dark-flowing water next to the 
drawbridge and fished there steadily all worn- 
ing. He used “fiddiers” for bait. Fishermen 
who wanted to cateh blackfish particulariy, 
but had no objection to any other kind that 
could be caught, put one of the little crabs on 
one hook aud a piece of sandworm or ‘‘skim- 
mer” on the other and thus secured a greater 
variety in their catch. 

By next Sunday, old fishermen prophesied, 
the flounders will be pretty well gone from 
Jamaica Bay, and biacktish will be running 
free and of good size. Eeis figured largely 
among & good mauay of yesteraay’s catches, and 
one that welghed two pounds was exhivited 
triumphantly by an angler who expatiated so 
eloquently upon the luscioucness ef the even- 
ing repast that awaited him that the mouths of 
all within earshot were watering. 

The sure success of angling clubs, “who buy 
attractive lands and fine rivers in the mount- 
ains and then take care of the tish, has been 
well exemplified in the results of the Blooming 
Grove Park Association. The club has secured 
@ beautiful stretch of country in Northeastern 
Pennsylvania, within easy reach of this city, 
whieh combines excellent surroundings for 
game, trout, and bass, as well as pretty bits of 
scenery. The waters are pure and clear and fish 
thrive remarkably weil. The trout fishing is now 
at its height, aad it has been gratitying to the 
originators of the park, as well as the members, 
whe are enjoying the fruits of their excellent 
managemeut. In twodays recently six members 
teok 186 trout from the Blooming Grove, all 
of good size for brook trout. On April 27, 29, 
ana 30, and May 1, twenty-seven trout were 
taken from Lake Giles whieh weighed 25 pounds 
10 ounces. None of them weighed lesa than 10 
ounces. A lusty fellow tipped the scales at 1 
pound 15 ounces. The fish were taken en fly 
and minnows. The season is always backward 
in this section, a8 it takes quite anumber of 
warm sunny days to heat the water, and the 
snow in the nooks and recesses of the moun- 
tains melts siowly. 

Tne work of stocking the lakes and streams is 
kept up constantly, and last season 75,000 trout 
were placed in small brooks. The buas fishing 
will begin on. June 1, and good sportis promised 
from present indications. 

- The arfnual Spring tournament of the associa- 
tion Will be held on May 30, aud will undoubted- 
ly be as much of a success as former events of 
vhe kind. 





YOUNG MEN WITH WILD OATS.

time. Tnrough the courtesy of Colleetor 
Magone and Surveyer Beattie, who personally 
attended to the necessary formalities, the body 
was transferred to the care of the dead Consul’s 
family without the delay that would otherwise 
have been unavoidable.

THOUSANDS OF PICTURES. WERE SE- 


CURED BY THE AMATEURS—NEEDS 
OF DETECTIVE OAMERAS. 

The sole work of the amateurs of photog- 
raphy during the past few days has been the 
development of plates and bringing out the 
pictures taken of the various features of the 
great centennial celebration. The number of 
pictures taken was enormous, Any one who 
was outin the streets through which the pro- 
cessions passed or about the stands must have 
been struck by the great number of cameras 
visible on all sides, especially of the tripods, 
while the quantity of detectives hidden in un- 
suspicious-looking boxes, whioh did not attract 
notice, must have been twice as great. They were 
sighted trom roofs and windows, from emi- 
nences onthe street, and every possibie vant- 
age ground that could be secured. Photogra- 
phers even askea for permits to catch a few 
views from THE TrmEs Building of the scene in 
the City Hall Park. 

Those who have developed the plates report 
fair results, though some complained of bad 
luck in under-expesure. But for the most part 
the work has turned out satisfactorily. The 
President was a target for snap shots every- 
where he went. Mr. W. T. Wintringham of 
Brooklyn procured some good pictures of the 


scene at the Sub-Treasury steps and has a num- 
ber of plates yet undeveloped. The light at all 
of the parades was fairly good. 

The trip on the bay by the Amateur Soolety of 
this city was considered by the members a 
“howling success,” and Mr. F. C. Beach was 
warmly thanked for his efforts in securing good 
positions for the picture takers. Mr. Beach put 
on & uniform cap and personally directed the 
movements of the boat. a gegen ro ex- 
cursion was also a financial success and re- 
turned a neat little sum into the society’s 
treasury. 

Some of the young photographers observed 
curious incidents during the parades, The 
amateur society’s rooms were crowded with 
members who rushed in to get their plutes 
changed. One ardent young man had to cross 
Fifth-avenue in order to get to the rooms, He 
managed to reach the westerlycurb, but conid 
not get through the crowd. A policeman spied 
the box under his arm, whieh, of course, Was a 
camera box, and shouted, ‘‘Make way for the 
doctor” and cieared a passage for him. 

At night several flash-light pictures were 
taken, including views of the great arch at 
Washington-square. The large decorated build- 
ings were all photographed, and in the parades 
the various out-of-town military companies 
were many times caught. The photographic 
records of the three days’ celebration will be as 
ample as the written. 

Diplomas granted at the jeint exhibition of 
the amateur societies of Philadelphia, Boston, 
and New-York, held at Philadelphia, for special 
excellence were as follows: For landscape or 
marine views, Harry Tolley, Nottingham, Eng- 
land; portraits, Frederick Gutekunst, Phila- 
delphia; genre subjects and figure composi- 
tious, W. W. Winter, Derby, England; ladies’ 
work, Mrs. 8, M. Cleveland, Philadelphia; en- 
largements, William H. Kau, Philadelphia; 
lantern slides, Prof. Henry A. Rowland, Balti- 
more, 

Mr. Rowland was also awarded a special 
diploma in the department ot applied photog- 
raphy, scientific or technical. Diplomas were 
also bestowed for excellence in entire exhibits 
and eollections to twenty others. 

Mr. W. T. Wintringham of the Brooklyn Acad- 
emy of Photography, who is so successful in his 
aetective camera work, makes his own cameras 
and is an amateur in the true sense of the word. 
He says, should he ever make another detective, 
he would construct it with two shutters; one, 
having a range from one-one-hundredth of a 
second upward, would be placed between the 
lenses, and the other, witha range from one- 
one-hundredth of a second downward, would be 

laced infrontof the Jens and act as a hood. 

r. Wintringbam thinks what is wanted is a 
plate holder for the new films sapable of carry- 
ing two or three dozen. 

The lantern-slide apparatus of the Society of 
Amateur Photegrapbers will be taken down to 
the Century Club this evening, and an exhibi- 
tion of pictures given. Some fine specimens of 
detective camera work will be shown among 
other lantern slides. The young photographers 
are receiving many invitations tu visit other 
societies and clubs and snow their pietures. 
They will give an entertainment at the Press 
Club in a short time. Mr. F. C. Beach will have 
charge of the slides, 

The pietures are of the best work of the ama- 
teurs, and are really worth seeing, simply as & 
matter of entertainment and pleasure. The ex- 
hibitions at the society’s rooms have not failed 
to draw large audiences. ’ 

The New-York Camera Club will continue its 
Friday evening meetings during this month. 
Papers upon practical subjects connected with 
photography will be read, and there will be 
lantern-slide exhibitions. 4 

The club continues to flourish, and is gaining 
new meibers constantly. 





FIGHTING OVER A HOISTWAY. 

Oppenheim & Isaacs, manufacturers of 
embroideries, occupy the upper fleors ef the 
building 66 Grand-street, while the lower floor 
is occupied by Manuel Knauth, an importer. 
The hoistway and fall are supposed to be for 
the joint use ef the tenants, but there has been 
trouble among the occupants in regard to its 
use. It is charged that the tenants of the upper 


floor kept the hatch cover on the top floer bat- 
tened down so that those occupying the lower 
floors could not use the hoistway. The trouvle 
between the tenants culminated in a fight on 
Saturday afternoon. Knauth sent three men 
named Thomas Walker, Charles R. Kearney, 
and John Kendall to foree open the hatch. In 
order to do 80 they were compelled to Invade 
the premises occupied by Oppenheim & Isaacs. 
They were met at the threshoid by Henry 
Isaaes, one of the tirm; Alfred Mendelson, and 
Sarah Herman, employes, who ordered them off 
the premises. They refused to leave, and an 
attempt to eject them led to 4 general fight, 
which resulted in the arrest of the three intrud- 
ers as well as Isaacs and Mendelson on charges 
and counter-charges of assault.

1HE “DANMARK DISASTER. 





AT CASTLE GARDEN. 

Castle Garden was a scene of the liveliest 
description yesterday, the arrival of the re- 
maining survivors of the Danmark disaster 
being hailed with the greatest of interest. They 
came over from the Wieland early in the day 
accompanied by 390 other passengers’ which 
the stéamer had brought directly from Ger- 
many. They were met by a large number of 
friends and relatives. 

One of the 320, however, had been fated 
never to see the shores toward which they had 
all started so joyously forty days ago. He was 
Rasmus Andersen, a Dane, thirty-two years of 
age. He was taken suddenly on Saturday with 
an apoplectic tit and died before land was 
sighted. His body-wasa brought to port and will 
be interred by friends. 

The story told by those who came yesterday 
dees not differ materially from that of those 
who arrived ut Philadelphia on the Missouri on 
Easter Sunday evening. They were all very 
much interested to learnif the Missouri had 
arrived. safely, and were warm in their praises 
of Capt. Murrell’s coolness and genereus 
bravery. 

John Nordlie, a tall Danish youth of eighteen 
years, one of the crew of the Danmark, could 
speak English fairly well, and gave an interest- 
ing aecount of the trying experiences ne had 
been through. He said that these on the Dan- 
mark were much worried several times before 
the tinal atoppage of the engines by temporary 
stoppings, and there was a general feeling of 
uneasiness. Then the fire broke out in the coal 
bunkers, and it took considerable time to extin- 
guish it. It was night time when the accident 
finally happened which brought the vessel toa 
standstill. Then for a time there was 4 panic 
among the passengers, whieh was, however, 
very speedily caimed by the officers. It soon 
became known that there were three or four feet 
ef water in the ship’s hold and thatin spite of 
the working of the steam pumps and a hand 
pump it was increasing steadily. 

At 10 o’clock the next morning the Missouri 
was sighted and came to their assistance. At 
the Azores they were treated with the greatest 
kindness. The Wieland was very much crewa- 
ed by the 320 passengers taken on at St. 
Michael, and several of them were given first- 
class staterooms, the steerage accommodations 
being so fully taken up. ‘

IN THE SECOND CENT 


THOUGHIS SUGGESTED BY 1HE 
GREAT OHLEHBRATION. 

THE REV. R. HEBER NEWTON TAKES A 
LOOK AHEAD—POLITICAL MACHINE 
METHODS. 

The Rev. R. Heber Newton yesterday 
spoke to @ large congregation in Ail Souls’ 
Church concerning the lessons of the centen- 
nial. No reference was. made: to the progress 
of the fund for the new church building. This, 
however, is increasing gradually, and now the 
subscriptions lack but little of completion. 

He chose as the stibject of his sermon “A 
Look Ahead through Our Second Century.” He 
began by referring to the celebration and its 
probable. effects upon the country; he indicated 
some of the dangers which lay in wait for the 
Nation as it entered upon the second century, 
the incoming of people who cannot be assimi- 
lated, the defeetiveness of our political meth- 
ods, the imperfections of our economic systems, 
the evil influences of wealth untempered by 
culture and uninspired.by character, the inade- 
quacy of the education system, trom the devel- 
opment through which alone it can lead the rea- 
son and command the conscience of the coming 
man. 

He suggested the aims which the country 
needs to set seriously before it as a people in 
order to overcome these dangers and to hint 
how one anid all they led back to the supreme 


lesson ef the centennial-—the value of character 
in national life. Hoe also spoke concerning one 
of the most urgent issues of the day, saying in 





art: 

**Itis not an auspicious sign of the times 
that on the eve of our eentennial week one of 
the most conspicuous representatives of busi- 
ness methods in our public service should be 
hastened into a too early grave by the niggard- 
ly policy of one Administration and by the 
faithlessness to its vows of civil service reform 
of another Administration. A Democratic 
régime left our Joyal Postmaster to struggle 
vainly to maintain an effective service with in- 
adequate supplies. hough complaining of 
our surplus revenues, it shamefully over- 
worked a sick man, while a Republican Ad- 
munistration turned him out to make room for a 
novice, aud others cruelly and falsely gave the 
death blow to his sensitive nature. Nor isita 
more auspicious sign of the times that in the 
ola church where Washington sought strength 
to prove & Statesman and not turn out a politi- 
Gian, our Bishop should feei eonstrained to ae- 
liver his soul of burning words rebuking the 
degradation of the people, by the people, for the 
a pe into a _ political estate to be in- 

abited by the successful party and admin- 
istered asa partisan employment bureau, and 
should be understood by one half of the Nation 
as judging the recorded fuilure of tne late Presi- 
deut to carry out his pledges of reform and by 
the other half as condemning the promised fail- 
ure of the present Administration to live up to 
its freely taken vows, and that the shade of the 
illustrious Father of His Country called up in 
that solemn service may turn bis majestic eyes 
in upon the soul of his successor; may \ift 
above his devout and honest nature a loftier 
ideal of his unrivaled office and waken within 
his spirit the aspirations to renew in the open- 
ing of our second century that august concep- 
tion of government which made the name of 
Washington the synonym of statesmanship 
whose fidelity to the people is fidelity to God.” 

The Rev. Mr. Newton declared thathe saw 
within the coming century a city orf 5,000,000 
grouped around the shores of the great bay, 
whose inhabitants were upright in business and 
honestly earnest in politics, great in manufact- 
uring and world-wide reaching in trade. 

**[ see,” he said, ‘the length and breadth of 
our land, reprodubing towns and villages after 
this nobie type, the vast agricultural industries 
of the country carried on upon a large scale 
with ail the improved mothods which the aci- 
ence of the year 2000 can yield through com- 
panies in which the individual farmers are co- 
partners; the dreariness of farm life relieved 
by improved methods of communication which 
come with more fully developed indiviaualities; 
the mineral resources of the States held as 
public property; resources of tke Common- 
wealth endowing their educational systems so 
richly as to enable them to approximate te an 
ideal perfection of appointments; the vast and 
varied industries of the country also carried on 
by companies producing after the most econom- 
le methods for 4 market known from week to 
week and so never finding ‘giuts’; their indus- 
tries co-ordinated into a real economic order ana 
so minimizing the wasteful triction and the 
savagery of competition, all alike under the 
inspection and legislative control of the State 
and the interest of the people at large; their 
employes botnd to their companies in relation- 
ships, human and reasonable, having their in- 
terests identified with thatof their employing 
companies, and their welfare cared for as 
anxiously as our horses and machines are 
cared for now, and rendering back aservice of 
intelligent loyaity which is as solicitous of the 
duties of aber as of its rights; their companies 
very largely composed of working people them- 
selves as shareholders in assvelatious which 
hire eapital and brains as we now hire labor; a 
rational system of taxation furthering our equi- 
table distribution of wealth without ehecking 
the enormous production necessary to maintain 
the high standards of homes prevailing among 
the people; social science, the latest born of the 
sciences, well enough grown to give the knowl- 
edge necessary for a true soesiety of real human 
beings; a society in which vice and crime are 
minimized and the policeman’s club is no longer 
the sign of law anu order; a society in which 
religion, isso far free and spiritualized as to 
supply the motor for institutions thus advanced 
and for laws thus exigent. 

“IT seea city of Washington, the worthy centre 
of sucha nation calling tothe public service the 
highest talent and the loftiest character of the 
people, the shrine of a sacred conception of 
government as a public trust; administering 
that trast on pusiness methods, securing places 
to competent public servants during their good 
behavior, and retiring them in old age on pen- 
sions; bringing to the halls of Congress repre- 
sentatives of the great industries and trades of 
the Nation, enabling the people at large to select 
their representatives witheut reference to local 
residence, and thus insuring that fit men shall 
not be retired from public life because they 
have opposed the narrow selfishness of their 
constituencies; unifying the legisiation of sey- 
eral States, and thus establishing the common 
standards of conduct throughougé the land; a 
national university such as Washington 
dreamed of guiding and inspiring the education- 
al system of the States; a national mausoleum 
gathering around Mount Vernon, the sacred 
dust of the Nation’s heroes and sages and seers 
and benefactors of every kind into one Pan- 
theon of patriotism: our National Government 
binding into a mutual alliance the States of 
America, North and south, protecting the 
weaker powers from the strong, holding the 
quarrelsome off from each other, establishing a 
high court of arbitration for our hemisphere, 
and thus leading the Old Worla toward that 
tederation of the world wherein
